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BRUTAL FUGITIVE 
IS FINALLY JAILED

A FUGITIVE who fled to the 
United States after savagely 
attacking his estranged wife 
and her new partner has 
been jailed after 13 years on 
the run. 

Jaswinder Rana was extradited to 
the UK last year after Kent Police - 
working with the US Marshals 
Service, and Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement - discovered 
the former Gillingham resident had 
been living in hiding in a Sikh com¬ 
munity in San Jose, California. 

This week he was jailed for 14 years 
after pleading guilty to the attempted 
murder of Amar Sandhu. 

He was also sentenced to nine years 
after admitting causing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent to his ex-wife 
Kirpal Rana, in March, 1996. 

The sentences will run concurrently. 

Speaking exclusively to KOS Media, 
Det Insp Gavin Moss said the hefty 
sentence should act as a warning to 
others that the police will never give 
up on a case. 

He said: “We are very committed to 
investigating serious crimes, no mat¬ 
ter how much time has passed, and

this is a very satisfying outcome for us 
and the victims. The relationship we 
built with the American authorities 
had an enormous influence on this 
case and they were instrumental in 
the success of the investigation. 

“They conducted a lot of research 
and background checks on Rana and 
were able to locate exactly where he 
was, which led to his eventual arrest 
[in March last year]. 

“For legal reasons Kent Police offi¬ 
cers were not able to be present, but I 
am informed he was completely taken 
by surprise that he should be caught 
after all these years. 

“I have the utmost respect for his 
victims because this was clearly a very 
difficult offence for them to potentially 
have to relive, but thankfully Rana 
saw sense and pleaded guilty.” 

Rana, 56, attacked his ex-wife and 
her new partner with a “bladed 
instrument” following an angry con¬ 
frontation in Kelly Drive, Gillingham, 
leaving both victims seriously injured 
and the boyfriend confined to a wheel¬ 
chair. They both also suffered head 


trauma, with Mr Sandhu losing much 
of the use of his right hand. 

Rana fled the country before police 
could arrest him and, despite believ¬ 
ing he had set up home in Paris, the 
trail quickly turned cold. That 
changed when detectives conducted a 
review of the case in late 2007. 

Det Insp Moss said: “As the review 
progressed we were able to establish 
there was a large Sikh community in 
the San Jose area of California. 

“We made contact with the US 
embassy in London, which offered us 
enormous assistance and were able to 
find out he was living there under the 
assumed identity of Suchet Singh. 

“It may have been a lucky break, but 
we had to explore all possibilities 
because he could have been anywhere 
in the world. It turned out to be an 
opportunity well worth investigating.” 

Det Insp Moss also praised the 
Crown Prosecution Service for the 
help it gave the police in bringing 
Rana to justice. 

Rana was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey on Friday.

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In quest told how 

police killed man 

as he carried out 

armed robbery

AN INQUEST has been told how 
police officers shot and killed an 
armed robber in a car park. 

Robert Haines, 43, of Canterbury Road, 
Challock, had just stolen £105,000 from a 
security van at the Nationwide Building 
Society in New Romney on October 31.2006. 

But Haines was shot and then tasered by 
the Metropolitan Police C019 firearms 
squad after he fired his shotgun at officers. 

The Folkestone inquest heard Haines was 
part of a four-man team who had robbed cash 
deliveries across Kent and South East 
London for three years. 

But using intelligence received, the police 
were lying in wait for the robbers. 

The inquest was told two unmarked ears 
carrying armed officers drove into the 
Church Road car park as a learner driver 
was coming out. 

Career criminals 

An officer named as Foxt rot Three said the 
officers' cars pushed the learner vehicle out 
of the way after it stalled. 

When he reached the car park Haines was 
already laying wounded on the ground. 

Another gang member was arrested as he 
tried to drive a high-powered Mercedes car 
away. 

It was 30 seconds after Haines had been 
shot 

Foxtrot Three said he met officer Echo 9 
who told him he’d fired at Haines. 

Foxtrot Three said: “He told me he con¬ 
fronted the suspect and fired at him after the 
suspect had shot at him.* 

The officer gave evidence behind a screen 
to preserve his anonymity. 

He later found a sawn-off shotgun with a 
live cartridge in it - the other barrel had 
been fired. Bits of the stock had fallen off 

Foxtrot Three said he had no illusions they 
were confronting career criminals who would 
shoot if need be. 

Fellow officer Foxtrot 10 tried to give 
Haines first aid on the scene. He tore away

the robbers clothing so he could be treated. 
He said Haines was thrashing about and 
moaning in agony. 

Gun group commander Foxtrot One said 
officers were standing over him - one with a 
taser gun in his hand. 

He said: “I could see it had been fired 
because the wires were deployed. I turned 
him over and removed his balaclava to allow 
him to breath and identify him. 

T s|»ke to officer Echo 10 who said he 
approached the suspect, who was lying on the 
ground and shouted at him to drop his 
weapon. There was no answer and fearing for 
his own safety, he discharged the taser* 

Haines died from his wounds. Tliree other 
men who carried out the raid were convicted 
in 2007, and given jail terms ranging from 10 
to 17 years. 

Former special constable and Securicor 
employee David Jenkins, from Kingsnorth, 
was sentenced for 10 years. 

His son Doan Jenkins, from Rainham, was 
jailed for 17 years, and Ben Grehan, from 
south London, was given 12 years. 

Prior to the shooting the gang had been 
involved in a string of raids on security vans 
which had netted more than £500,000 across 
the South East. 

The hearing continues on tomorrow. 


Woman PC is 
beaten by driver 

A POLICE woman was beaten unconscious 
after stopping a van for a routine check at a 
roadside in Swanley. 

The female officer, who has not been 
named, had been on patrol in Crockenhil! 
Road on Thursday at 8.30pm, when she 
pulled over a blue Transit van that had its 
rear number plate missing, 

A West Kent police spokeswoman said: 
'‘While conducting the stop check the officer 
was punched and kicked by two of the occu¬ 
pants of the van. 

“They then got back into the van and 
drove off in the direction of Bromley. 

“When patrols attended shortly after, 
they discovered the officer unconscious on 
the ground. She was taken to hospital 
where she was treated for her injuries, and 
was later discharged.”

Now Kent Police have secured a confisca¬ 
tion order for cash the pair earned through 
their criminal activity. 

Det Insp Mark Fairhurst said: “Our finan¬ 
cial investigators have already secured 
£57,951 in cash from the pair, who will now 
need to sell-off their remaining assets to 
meet the July. 2010, confiscation order dead¬ 
line or serve a further 18 months in prison.”

THREE young sisters look set to hit 
the Bollywood big time after being 
chosen to star in major film roles 
during an X Factor-style audition. 

Karishma Lakhani, 16, and her sister 
Trishala, 14, from Welling, impressed judges 
so much at the regional heats of Bollywood 
Factor they were immediately signed by a top 
entertainment agency. 

The girls are now being considered for 
major film roles and hope to join the stars of 
Indian cinema, such as 2007 Celebrity Big 
Brother winner Shilpa Shetty and East is 
East star Om Puri.

Treatment charge 

SOUTHERN Water has been taken to court 
accused of supplying inadequately disinfec¬ 
ted water to areas of Kent. 

The company is charged with three 
counts of failing to prepare water properly 
at its Matts Hill treatment works near 
Sittingboume early in November, 2008. 

A Southern Water representative pleaded 
not guilty to all charges when he appeared 
before Medway magistrates on behalf of the 
company on Thursday, and requested the 
trial be heard in front of a district judge. 

The bench accepted his request and 
adjourned the case until January 28, when 
a trial date will be fixed. 

Should Southern Water be found guilty, it 
faces fines of up to £5,000 for each offence.

WaUinger’s White Horse 
is under starter’s order 


A GIANT sculpture of a white horse set to 
dominate the Kentish landscape has cleared 
its first major hurdle, writes Steve Knight. 

Designed by Turner Prize-winning artist 
Mark Wallinger, the 50ft replica of his 
own racing horse Riviera Red will overlook 
the Ebbsfleet Valley development at a cost 
of £2 million. 

The sculpture took a giant step towards 
being built this week when a planning appli¬ 
cation was submitted to Gravesham council 
for consideration - less than a year after it 
was announced as the winner of a competi¬ 
tion to find an Angel of the South’. 

Stephen Jordan, chairman of the Ebbsfleet 
Landmark Project (ELP), said: “This is an 
important step on the journey for this ambi¬ 
tious project and we are pleased to have made 
so much progress over the last few months. 

“Mark Wallinger has been working closely 
with us and his input has been invaluable. 

“His concept is a technically challenging 
one, but the response from the ELP team and 
founding patrons has been excellent.” 

Gravesham council leader Cllr Mike 
Snelling added: “While I cannot pre-judge 
the results of a planning application to our

independent regulatory board, this is an 
exciting project which has the potential to 
put Ebbsfleet on the map.” 

The White Horse, which is being privately 
funded by Eurostar, Land Securities and 
London and Continental Railways, will stand 
prominently at Springhead Park and overlook 
Ebbsfleet Valley and Ebbsfleet International. 

Mr Wallinger’s design was originally criti¬ 
cised by Kent County Council, which wanted 
the animal to be “prancing” like the Invicta 
symbol in the authority’s crest. 

However, deputy leader Alex King wel¬ 
comed the judges’ decision to award it the 
commission, saying it was the best option of 
the ones available.

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Money-making 
weight-loss plan 
is to be extended 

A CONTROVERSIAL scheme that pays fat 
people for losing weight is to be extended 
following an “overwhelming” response to its 
Kent-based pilot. 

The Weight Wins project - which is current¬ 
ly being trialled by NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent - offers patients up to £1,750 over two 
years to encourage them to diet and exercise. 

The scheme is run by a private company and 
was one of several weight-loss ideas trialled by 
the NHS over the last year. 

Founder Winton Rossiter said that 2,300 
people applied for 400 places on the pilot when 
it was launched a year ago, and that the 
response had convinced him to extend the ini¬ 
tiative and allow people to sign up privately. 

He said: ‘We are offering new hope to dieters. 
Most people know how to lose weight, but they 
fail to maintain their weight loss because of a 
lack of motivation. 

“Providing a structured financial incentive 
programme is the key to helping our partici¬ 
pants develop healthy lifestyles for the long 
term and to losing weight and keeping it off.” 

Under the basic scheme, the dieter pays a 
one-off registration fee of £45 and a monthly 
rate of £10, while a higher plan costs £90 reg¬ 
istration with a £20 monthly payment. If the 
dieters lose weight to agreed targets, they 
start to receive payments from Weight Wins. 

Despite Mr Rossiter’s enthusiasm over the 
supposed success of the project, a spokesman 
for NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said the 
results of the pilot would not be analysed until 
after it finishes next month. 

He added it was one of a range of initiatives 
the primary care trust was examining to com¬ 
bat the rising trend in obesity. 

Shadow health secretary Andrew Lansley 
told KOS Media last year he was “sceptical” 
about using taxpayers’ cash to reward people 
for dieting. 

Tory councillor 
is a kerb crawler 

TORY councillor Nick Brice has been expelled 
from Medway Conservative Group after he 
was caught kerb crawling. 

The Rochester South and Horsted represen¬ 
tative, 64, of Maidstone Road, Chatham, was 
thrown out of the party by Medway Council 
leader Rodney Chambers. 

Brice was arrested on November 2 last year 
on suspicion of kerb crawling in Rochester and 
accepted a conditional caution from police. 

Cllr Chambers said: “The Conservative Group 
on Medway Council believes all elected mem¬ 
bers should demonstrate and uphold the high¬ 
est standards in public office and public life. 

“A serious matter has arisen concerning Cllr 
Brice’s private conduct outside of the council 
and the Conservative Group has taken the 
decision to expel Cllr Brice from membership 
of the group with immediate effect.” 

Kent firefighters 
in disaster zone 

FIREFIGHTERS from Kent have been 
thanked by the Government for their help in 
the aftermath of the Haiti earthquake. 

Douglas Alexander, international develop¬ 
ment secretary, said the people of Kent should 
be proud of their fire service. 

“They are helping the people of Haiti at a 
time of dire need and their skills and experi¬ 
ence are vital to the ongoing search for sur¬ 
vivors in the rubble in Port-au-Prince,” he said. 

The six-strong group of Kent Fire and 
Rescue emergency workers flew out to Haiti’s 
capital Port-au-Prince on Wednesday. 

An earthquake measuring 7.0 on the Richter 
scale struck the island on Tuesday evening. 

It is feared tens of thousands of residents 
are dead and up to three million have been 
affected by the devastation.

COUNTY Hall is bracing itself for a 
torrent of compensation claims 
linked to the hundreds of potholes 
forming on Kent’s roads. 

Motorists forced to pay out for puncture and 
suspension damage repairs are expected to flood 
the council’s mailbags with demands that the 
authority should foot the bill, at a potential cost to 
the taxpayer of tens of thousands of pounds. 

The lengthy cold snap has left many of the 
county’s major routes in a state of disrepair, with 
the potholes creating yet another hazard for road- 
users already long fed up with the snow and ice. 

Earlier this week Kent County Council was 
forced to pay out £6,250 to Welling resident 
Kenneth Atkinson, who suffered a badly dislocated 
shoulder after falling from his bicycle in May, 2007. 

The 76-year-old has since been forced to give up 
his hobby following the pothole encounter, which 
the council initially denied liability for. 

Mr Atkinson’s lawyer Paul Kitson said: “This 
case illustrates the difficulties in obtaining com¬ 
pensation from highway authorities. 

“They rarely admit liability for accidents involv¬ 
ing road defects and it is usually necessary to 
issue court proceedings. In this case Mr Atkinson’s 
claim was delayed as a consequence of arguments 
between KCC and its third party contractors 
(Scotia Gas Networks).” 

“His injuries have affected his quality of life.” 

The severity of the pothole problem became 
clear on Tuesday when at least eight drivers had 
to pull over on the M20 after suffering punctures 
to their tyres as a result of a particularly deep one. 

Workmen closed two lanes of the London-bound 
carriageway while temporary repairs were carried 
out, causing a five-mile tailback during rush hour.

Potholes are 
‘thaw’ point 
as KCC faces 
driver claims 



Motorways are the responsibility of the 
Highways Agency, but hundreds more potholes 

have also formed on the other main, _ 

side and rural roads that do fall within 
KCC’s remit. 

A section on the council’s website 
makes it clear that a motorist has no 
automatic right to compensation, and 
that there must be clear evidence the 
council has been negligent in its role as a 
highways authority. 

It reads: “KCC has a duty to take rea¬ 
sonable steps to maintain the highway 
network within its jurisdiction. 

“However, it is accepted in law that the 
highway network cannot remain in a 
perfect condition at all times and that 
KCC should not automatically be held 
liable for all highway-related incidents. 

“The fact a defect may have developed 
within the highway network and caused 
someone to suffer damage to their vehi¬ 
cle does not in itself mean KCC is liable 
to pay compensation.”

It may look magical, but after weeks of heavy snow and treacherous conditions 


NHS relief at 
break in the 
icy weather

HOSPITAL admissions during 
the cold snap almost doubled as 
people struggled to cope with icy 
footpaths and Arctic conditions. 

Accident and emergency departments were 
inundated with broken bones and fractures 
as hundreds of residents slipped and fell on 
the county’s pavements. 

And despite the break in the freezing 
weather, roads and footpaths in some parts of 
Kent were still covered in ice and compacted 
snow this week, keeping up the pressure on 
the NHS. 

While slippery pavements have led to com¬ 
ical stumbles over the last few weeks, it was 
no laughing matter as more serious falls led

to bad breaks and, in some cases, surgery. 

Some elderly residents were also admitted 
to hospital suffering respiratory problems 
due to the low temperatures. 

Pressure on hospitals mounted as the

weather worsened, forcing health chiefs to 
issue guidance on the most appropriate serv¬ 
ices to use so as not to swamp A&E. 

South East Coast Ambulance Service 
declared a major incident and medical staff at 
some of the county’s hospitals stayed at work 
overnight to make sure they were available 
for shifts the following day. Routine opera¬ 
tions were also put on hold to give priority to 
those who required emergency surgery. 

Over five days, A&E departments in 
Ashford and Margate saw 1,875 people and a 
further 615 attended the emergency care cen¬ 
tre at Kent and Canterbury Hospital. 

In total, NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent 
recorded a 40 per cent rise in the number of 
minor injury attendances. 

Andrew Scott-Clark, deputy director for 


public health at NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent, encouraged people to use different 
health services, such as GPs or walk-in cen¬ 
tres, to ease the pressure on hospitals. He 
stressed that A&E should be reserved for crit¬ 
ical or life-threatening situations. 

“People who inappropriately use the ambu¬ 
lance service and A&E departments for non¬ 
emergencies are diverting resources away 
from those who may be in desperate need of 
care and urgent attention.” 

Mr Scott-Clark added that the cold weath¬ 
er was especially dangerous for the elderly or 
people with serious illnesses and it was vital 
that resources were available for them. 

In Medway, record numbers of patients 


Two months of work and 
£1.5m for pothole repairs 


MORE than £1.5 million is to be spent on 
highway repairs after heavy snow and freez¬ 
ing temperatures left huge potholes in many 
of the county’s roads. 

The funding will be in addition to £3m set 
aside in Kent County Council’s annual budg¬ 
et to fix potholes. Repairs are needed across 
many of Kent’s roads, damaged by what is 
known as a ‘freeze thaw’. 

This is when water and snow seeps into 
gaps, then freezes and expands, cracking the 
road surface as it does so. 

County Hall could also face claims for com¬ 
pensation from hundreds of motorists who 
have suffered punctures and damaged sus¬ 
pension to their cars. KCC leader Cllr Paul 
Carter announced the extra funding as the 
severity of the situation became clear on 


Tuesday, when at least eight drivers had to 
pull over on the M20 after suffering punc¬ 
tured tyres after hitting a deep pothole. 

Two lanes of the London-bound carriage¬ 
way were closed for temporary repairs, caus¬ 
ing a five-mile tailback during rush hour. 

The funds - which will come from any 
underspend in the authority’s budget - are in 
addition to an extra £576,000 reserved for 
repairs this winter. 


Cllr Carter said: “We have had a sustained 
spell of severe weather that will cause consid¬ 
erable damage to our roads. 

“We have been planning how we will tackle 
the pothole problem so we can provide the 
best service. We are increasing our budget by 
at least £lm to get Kent’s roads repaired.” 

Last winter, an extra £500,000 was set 
aside for frost damage between January and 
March, caused mostly in February when the 


county saw heavy snowfall. This was on top of 
the usual day-to-day maintenance budgets. 

Kent Highway Services identified £576,000 
for this winter, but after the severe weather 
over the last three weeks, the total has 
increased to more than £1.5m. 

Work will begin in March and is expected to 
run until May. KCC is planning to put the 
work out to tender, focusing on small and 
medium-sized Kent firms. 

Despite a lull in the arctic weather, salt 
stocks are being replenished by KCC. 

A spokesman said: “At the beginning of the 
winter we ordered a stockpile of 20,000 
tonnes which was used during the prolonged 
period of freezing weather. We made 30 salt¬ 
ing runs before Christmas and 30 runs since. 
The stocks are now being replenished.” 
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Kent counts the cost in damaged roads and extra pressure on A&E departments 


were seen during the snowy conditions, which 
first hit Kent a week before Christmas. 

In just five days 250 patients attended acci¬ 
dent and emergency with fractures and 
sprains from slipping or falling. Jacqueline 
McKenna, director of nursing at Medway NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: “Many of these 
injuries required manipulation and surgery.” 

But she added that, 
despite the disrup¬ 
tion, staff made sure 
it was business as 
usual. 

“Many staff stayed 
at the hospital 
overnight to ensure 
they were available 
for their shifts,” she 
said. 

Health services in 
the west of the coun¬ 
ty also felt the pres¬ 
sure, with some clini¬ 
cal staff staying at 
work overnight. The 
A&E departments in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells dealt with 
325 fractures caused by slips between 
December 18 and January 10. This was an 
increase of 184 compared with the same peri¬ 
od last year. 

Darent Valley Hospital’s A&E department 
saw a 10 per cent rise in attendances, with 
4,258 people passing through its doors. 

Sharon Jones, director of resilience planning 
at NHS West Kent, said: “It is not just the clin¬ 
ical staff, but also our receptionists, cooks, 
cleaners and drivers, for example, who are 
coming in to ensure we can continue to offer 
the services to those who need it.” 

South East Coast Ambulance Service record¬ 
ed a 37 per increase of calls over two days and 
a 20 per cent rise in accidents.

Unsung heroes 
are our first 
line of defence 



FARMERS who spent days clearing snow 
from some of Kent’s busiest roads say 
motorists are too quick to criticise when the 
weather turns bad, writes Steve Knight. 

While it is the Highways Agency’s respon¬ 
sibility to grit the motorways and Kent 
County Council’s to ensure other main 
routes are protected, it is the county’s farm¬ 
ers who have perhaps the most difficult task 
of all in ploughing roads free of snow in the 
first place. 

Michael Gallacher, who runs the GCS 
Group plant hire company from Woodstock 
Farm in Sittingboume, told Kent on Sunday 
his role in the operation started on 
Wednesday, January 6, and did not stop until 
Sunday night. 

He added: “The farmers who do this sort of 
thing work extremely hard and for very poor 
money from KCC, and I don’t think the pub¬ 
lic realises what goes on behind the scenes. 

“People are very quick to run the council 
down. Don’t get me wrong, they’re far from 
perfect, but all I know is we work on behalf 
of them and we work our socks off. 

“If we all decided we didn’t want to do it, 
Kent would grind to a halt. We spent last 
Wednesday night towing vehicles up and off 
Detling Hill with our tractors, but KCC does¬ 
n’t have the equipment to do that.” 

Mr Gallacher revealed that every farmer 
who agrees to help plough the roads is given 
a specific area to target, with his stretching

from the Isle of Sheppey, down into 
Maidstone and along the North Downs as far 
as Lenham. 

Andrew Martin - a partner of Romney 
Marsh Farms - has responsibility for the 
nearby village of Burmarsh, as well as 
Braboume and Hastingleigh, near Ashford. 

He said: ‘What concerns me is the council 
doesn’t realise how much it relies on us, 
because it’s people like Michael and I who 
know which roads need to be cleared first 
and which parts drift over first. 

“Last Saturday night I was ploughing until 
midnight and was up again at 4am. 

“I know the council works hard to keep the 
roads safe, but I can’t imagine their staff 
would work those sorts of hours.” 

KCC employs 180 farmers across the coun¬ 
ty to help with clearing snow, but Mr 
Gallacher says they aren’t in it for the money. 

He said: “Partly it is in our own interests, 
because a lot of us have livestock and need to 
get milk supplies and tractors out, but we’re 
also part of the rural community and want to 
do our bit to help.” 
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NHS reveals cost of binge

HEALTH chiefs are backing gov¬ 
ernment plans to stop cheap booz¬ 
ing in the hope it will stem the 
thousands of alcohol-related hospi¬ 
tal admissions seen each year. 

Their support came this week as ministers 
worked on a controversial price-fixing scheme 
where consumers could be forced to pay a min¬ 
imum of 50p per unit of alcohol. 

Health secretary Andy Burnham believes it 
would put a stop to Britain’s binge-drinking 


culture, which is thought to be fuelled by 
cheap supermarket booze. 

In Kent, alcohol-related hospital admissions 
are in the thousands, with medical staff deal¬ 
ing with a variety of cases including broken 
bones, head injuries and, in worst cases, liver 
disease from excessive drinking. 

Damage 

The county’s health bosses have commended 
ministers’ plans on price-fixing and launched 
a manifesto as part of the NHS Big Drink 
Debate campaign to curb binge-drinking. 

Residents are being urged to sign up to the 
manifesto to try and help tackle the mounting 
number of alcohol-related issues. 

The results will feed into future alcohol 


policies in the whole of the South East. 

Dr Alison Milroy, of Bearsted Medical 
Practice in Maidstone, called for people to sign 
it: “As GPs, we see the damage alcohol does. 

“I am therefore pleased to see the focus of 
the Big Drink Debate manifesto. It recognises 
the range of health problems to which, as GPs 
well know, alcohol can contribute. 

“Measures such as enabling adults of all 
ages to be more aware of alcohol-related 
health issues and helping employers develop 
appropriate and supportive policies are all 
important ways to address the problems asso¬ 
ciated with excessive drinking.” 

In 2007-08, 5,036 people were admitted to 
hospital in West Kent through the accident and 
emergency department for booze-related con¬ 
ditions. In 2002-03 the figure was 2,262. 

The number of hospital admissions for 
conditions partly attributable to alcohol 
consumption in 2007-08 just in the West 
Kent area was a staggering 15,745. 

Linda Prickett, NHS West Kent’s public 
health specialist, said: “The total cost of hos¬ 
pital admissions in 2007-08 was estimated 
at £500,000 for conditions entirely caused 
by alcohol abuse and £2.9 million for condi¬ 
tions partially attributable to alcohol. 

“These represent only a proportion of the 
total healthcare costs as they exclude A&E 
attendance, general practice, outpatients 
and community services.” 

In Medway, 2007-08 saw 3,983 booze- 
related admissions, although Aeilish Geld- 
enhuys, Medway’s NHS senior public health 
manager, said they are seeing a drop. 

“We believe the action being taken will 
further address these problems,” she said. 
“Binge drinking is always dangerous and 
the recommended intake for women is 14 
units a week and 21 for men.” 

In East Kent, the number of booze-relat- 
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boozing

ed admissions through accident and emer¬ 
gency was 7,798 in 2008-09. This figure has 
risen by 1,803 in just two years. 

Across the whole South East Coast region, 
including Kent, the figure stands at 39,603 
cases for 2008-09, according to the South East 
Coast Strategic Health Authority. 

The recent MPs’ report stressed there should 
be a minimum pricing for alcohol, health 
warnings on bottles, and a tax rise on spirits. 

Regressive 

A spokesman for the Campaign for Real Ale 
said this will benefit pubs which are in compe¬ 
tition with cheap supermarket pricing, as well 
as targeting the problem of binge-drinking 

But plans have also come up against opposi¬ 
tion, with some saying moderate drinkers will 
suffer if changes take place. 

Shadow Health Secretary Andrew Lansley 
said: “This is not the way to tackle binge drink¬ 
ing. It would be deeply regressive and would 
raise taxes on the least well off in society while 
the rich would be unaffected.”

Chiefs Commons job interview 


KENT’S Chief Constable Michael Fuller has 
told MPs why he believes he should be the 
next head of the Crown Prosecution Service. 

Mr Fuller - who is Britain’s first black 
police chief - has been selected by Attorney 
General Baroness Scotland as the preferred 
candidate to replace current chief inspector 
Stephen Wooler, whose contract at the CPS 
expires at the end of March. 

An announcement regarding Mr Fuller’s 
future is due to be made on Thursday. 

Earlier this week he told the House of 
Common’s justice committee why he thought 
he was a more suitable choice for the role than 
a former judge or lawyer. He said: “While I don’t 


have knowledge of the day-to-day work of a 
crown prosecutor, I bring knowledge of the sys¬ 
tem and experience of being a stakeholder of 
the CPS. I have experience of running organi¬ 
sations and police departments successfully.” 

Mr Fuller told the committee that adjusting 
to policy changes and providing value for 
money represent two of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges for the chief inspector of the CPS, but 
that he was fully prepared to cope with both. 

He also refuted a suggestion by Sleaford 
and North Hykeham MP Douglas Hogg that 
the police and CPS had an “incestuous” rela¬ 
tionship and were too closely linked for one to 
be scrutinised by the other. 


Mr Fuller said: “Decision-making has 
always been independent and I think the pub¬ 
lic would see me as someone who would bring 
objectivity and scrutiny where it’s needed. 

“You need a certain degree of knowledge of 
the CPS and how it works, and more impor¬ 
tantly of the rubbing points. I’ve seen them at 
first hand and can therefore make recom¬ 
mendations that are credible.” 

Mr Fuller joined Kent Police as chief con¬ 
stable in January, 2004, having been with the 
Met since 1975. Should he be appointed the 
new chief inspector of the CPS, it is believed 
his current deputy Adrian Leppard will fill in 
until a permanent replacement can be found.

Police admit 
abuse of stop 
and search

KENT Police have admitted 
using stop-and-search powers 
illegally in what could prove a 
landmark case for Kingsnorth 
Climate Camp protestors. 

Lawyers representing Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller told the High Court the force 
accepted its officers wrongfully searched at 
least three demonstrators - including 11- 
year-old twins - who attended the summer 
2008 rally. 

They also admitted that an unspecified 
number of other protestors could also have 
been unlawfully stopped, potentially open¬ 
ing the door for further legal action to be 
brought against the police. 

Hundreds of similar cases are already 
going through the system, with one lawyer 
describing the cost to the taxpayer as 
potentially “staggering”. 

However, Mr Fuller’s representative 
Richard Perks told the two High Court 
judges it was not accepted the police had 
secretly applied a blanket unlawful stop- 
and-search policy at the camp. 

Policy 

He said there had been a “clear and law¬ 
ful” policy and the huge majority of those 
stopped had not been done so illegally, but 
accepted there had been “a misapplication 
of a clear policy by officers on the ground”. 

Section 1 of the Police and Criminal Evi¬ 
dence Act 1984 states officers must have 
“reasonable suspicion” that an individual is 
carrying prohibited weapons or articles 
that could be used for criminal damage 
before they are stopped and searched. 

Mr Perks added that while guidance given 
to individual officers was correct and accurate, 
“on occasions it was misapplied in practice”. 

The announcement came just hours after 
the European Court of Human Rights ruled 
it illegal for police to use terror laws to use stop 
and search without grounds for suspicion. 

Home Secretary Alan Johnson said he 
was disappointed with the decision and 
would appeal against it.

The environmental rally at Kingsnorth in 
summer 2008 was over E.ON’s plans to 
build a new coal-fired power station, which 
the company put on hold for up to three 
years last October. 

Politicians, protestors and academics 
involved in the demonstration have always 
claimed the police response was dispropor¬ 
tionate to the threat posed by the activists. 

Officers were also accused of being heavy- 
handed with campaigners, seizing hun¬ 
dreds of personal items including soap and 
board games. They also took a clown’s wig, 
crayons and highlighter pens belonging to 
the twin children involved in this week’s 
High Court hearing. 

The judges heard how one of the young¬ 
sters - who cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons - was left “crying and shaking” after a 
female officer said he had to be searched. 

He feared he would “go to prison” because 
he had stickers in his bag similar to ones 
already confiscated from other people. 

Long-standing environmental campaign¬ 
er David Morris, from north London, was 
also at the court and said he was forcibly 
searched against his will. 

All three are seeking judicial review into 
police powers and potential damages. 

The case has been adjourned while fur¬ 
ther evidence is considered before a settle¬ 
ment is reached or a full court hearing 
called for. 

Kent Police declined to comment.

COMMUTERS across Kent 
are facing higher travel charges 
following a Government review of 
transport policy. 

And train passengers parking in many of 
the station car parks will now also find they 
have to fork out more money on parking costs. 

The changes - which came into effect last 
week - form part of the Department of 
Transport’s new policy which involves reduc¬ 
ing the subsidies it pays into the industry. As 
a result, commuter fares for Southeastern’s 
unregulated off-peak tickets have increased 
by 7.3 per cent, and others by 2.8 per cent. 

Fares from outside of the Travelcard area, 
including the London underground, have 
seen a 1.6 per cent increase. Some ticket 
prices, however, have stayed the same. 

A spokesman for Southeastern said: 
“Government says the budget for running 
the cost of the railways should not be paid by 
subsidies through the taxpayer. The 
Government has stated it should be put back 
on those who use the service - it will not sub¬ 
sidise the cost of the railways as in Europe. 

“What Government is doing is reducing the 
subsidies it pays to us, but to compensate it 
is allowing us to increase the ticket prices.” 

Charles Horton, managing director at 
Southeastern, added: “The majority of our 


passengers are commuters who travel into 
London on a daily basis. Most of these are 
season ticket holders and any changes to 
their fares are regulated by the Department 
for Transport. The Government’s stated poli¬ 
cy is to reduce the subsidy paid to the trans¬ 
port industry and for passengers to pay more 
towards the cost of using rail services.” 

But Tunde Olatunji, South East 
spokesman for Passenger Focus, an inde¬ 
pendent rail consumer watchdog, believes 
commuters will place the blame with 
Southeastern rather than the Government. 

He said: “Southeastern may use the lack of 
government subsidies as its defence, but for 


the passenger it is Southeastern they pay the 
money to and therefore the company people 
will hold responsible for the changes.” 

He added: “This all comes down to value for 
money. If costs are increasing the passengers 
will want to see the service improving.” 

Car parking costs have also gone up at the 
majority of station car parks in Kent, but 
Southeastern defended this by saying it is 
the first change the company has made in 18 
months. “In terms of car parking, the majori¬ 
ty of station car park prices have gone up by 
differing amounts,” a spokesman said. 

“This has been done to help cover running 
costs. We are simply bringing this in line 


with what has to be paid to Network Rail 
and money for the upkeep of the car parks.” 

Mr Olatunji said although car parking is a 
business and people have to pay to park, the 
level of service should be kept up. 

“Passengers have to pay parking costs, 
otherwise there would be too much pressure 
on the car parks,” he said. 

“The issue is about how much Southeastern 
charge in relation to the level of service offered. 

“There was a case at Hollingboume station 
where a car was stolen, but when the police 
checked the CCTV there was no tape in there.”

THE CONSULTANTS'CHOICE 
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SOCIAL networking sites, 
text messaging and internet 
chat rooms could be breed¬ 
ing a generation of Vicky 
Pollards, according to new 
research, writes Marijke Cox. 

The report, commissioned by 
supermarket giant Tesco, found that 
although children have around 
40,000 words in their vocabulary, 
they use only 800, with the most- 
used being ‘yeah’, ‘but’ and ‘no’ - infa¬ 
mously used by TV’s Little Britain 
character Pollard. 

Experts say young people are so 
used to communicating in shortened 
language online, they are starting to 
speak in the same way. 

There are fears that some are so 
inarticulate - favouring what is known 
as ‘teenspeak’ over the more tradition¬ 
al language - they will have trouble 
getting a job when they leave school. 

To combat the problem, Jean Gross, 
England’s first-ever Communication 
Champion for Children, is launching 
a nationwide campaign to make sure 
young people use the full range of 
language. She will target children 
across the board, from primary to 
secondary school, and hopes to get QI 
presenter Stephen Fry to help with 
the mammoth task. 

But in Kent the issue is already 
being tackled though Connexions, a 
service which offers information and 
advice to 13 to 19-year-olds. 

The organisation has employment 
liaison consultants to ensure young 
people are prepared for the work¬ 
place when they leave school. 

Sharon Good, who covers the Swale 
and Canterbury areas, said it is 
about teaching children how to be 
articulate. 

“I haven’t come across many

teenagers who use ‘teenspeak’, I 
think it’s more a case of showing 
them how to be articulate,” she said. 

“They just need help and encour¬ 
agement for when they are in a situ¬ 
ation where they need to sell them¬ 
selves. Many of them are learning 
new skills so we give them the infor¬ 
mation and support to help them. 

“There are simple things they may 
not know like, for example, shaking 
hands. They may not have been in a 
situation where they have had to do 
this. We give them four interview tips; 
touch, eye contact, name and smile.” 

Ms Good said she will often ask a 


young person about their qualities 
and help translate them into appro¬ 
priate language for an interview. 

“For example, if someone says they 
are a good listener I will show them 
how to turn this around for an inter¬ 
view to ‘I have good communication 
skills’,” she said. 

But Ms Good said when it comes to 
filling in applications there are times 
when young people will use short¬ 
ened words. 

This mirrors the rise in social net¬ 
working sites, such as Facebok, Bebo 
and MySpace where people use 
abbreviations such as ‘u’ for ‘you’, ‘4’ 
as ‘for’ and ‘b’ for be’. 

Ms Good said: “Everyone is so used 
to shortening words because of email 
and text, so we just show them how 
to fill out applications and CVs as an 
employer would expect.” 

Connexions also run mock inter¬ 
views with outside evaluators to give 
teenagers real experience. 

“Our main aim is to give young peo¬ 
ple the knowledge of what skills they 
need for the workplace. Most of them 
know the different ways to act around 
different people, but many are just 
faced with a lack of experience.”

Good neigh-bours 
needed to support 
rescue centre work 


AN INTERNATIONAL horse 
judge is regularly putting her 
life on the line taking care of 
hundreds of horses. 

With her husband Tony Smith, Dinty 
Steains runs the Brownbread Horse 
Rescue Centre which operates widely in 
the county, taking care of horses that have 
been subjected to mind-numbing cruelty. 

She said: “I have been doing this for many 
years, and yet year after year, we are seeing 
the same people carrying out such awfiil 
cruelty to their horses. 

“And if you point out what they are doing 
wrong, they often become very aggressive. I 
was once attacked by a man with a sword. 

“It can be very scary but I am doing this 
for the horses, not my own well-being.” 

When asked why so many people would 
bother obtaining horses and then letting 
them die starving in fields, she said: “I wish 
I knew. If they can’t look after them, why do 
they get more? I just don’t understand it.” 

She said her charity operates across the 
South East using an army of volunteers, 
often women and girls, but they still need 
more help. 

Dinty, from Ashbumham, East Sussex, 
said: “It’s hard enough doing this in the 
summer, but with the weather we have had 
recently, our volunteers are literally risking 
their lives getting to the herds to feed them 
and provide water that is not frozen solid. 

‘We do need some more public help, but 
we are doing this for the love of the horses 
- we do not get paid ourselves. Everyone is a

volunteer except one girl we pay as a groom.” 

She added: “The situation is out of con¬ 
trol. No matter how many times some of 
these owners are taken to court, they sim¬ 
ply carry on getting new horses and allow¬ 
ing them to starve and die in the fields. 

“It is heartbreaking work, but we are 
determined to carry on despite the dangers 
of abuse and violence. 

“We are saving some of them, but we 
know we can’t get to all the horses in need 
and many more are dying. We are monitor¬ 
ing over 100 in Kent at the moment, but 
there are so many more we can’t get to.” 

Mr Smith said: “The real tragedy is that a 
large number of our visits are repeats from 
being investigated a year ago. Some of the 
big cases are re-offenders, they just carry 
on as if nothing has happened. 

“It is very distressing for our team to deal 
with herds of neglected horses, waiting for 
someone to come with food and water.” 

He added: We are all volunteers and to 
carry on the work we need support in the 
way of money, hay, feed, rugs, horse gear 
and the loan or donation of a 4x4 vehicle. 

“We have field officers all over the UK but 
our main area of operation is Kent, Surrey 
and Sussex.”

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It’s a long walk 
to Parliament 

World record holder to challenge MP

THE only man to have ever crossed 
the entire Western Hemisphere on 
foot is to run for Parliament. 

Medway resident George Meegan’s epic jour¬ 
ney - which was carried out between 1977 and 
1983 - saw him walk from the southern tip of 
South America to the northernmost part of 
Alaska, earning the former merchant seaman 
several world records along the way. 

But the 57-year- 
old told KOS Media 
this week that 
despite experienc¬ 
ing some of the most 
desperate situations 
throughout the 
course of his 19,000- 
mile trek, he expects 
it will still prove 
easier than winning 
a Parliamentary 
seat at this year’s 
general election. 

Mr Meegan said: 

“Running for Parlia¬ 
ment is dependant 
on other people 
being brave enough 
to vote for me, whereas when I was on the road 
I only had to depend upon myself. 

“The chances of being elected are astronomi¬ 
cally small - probably somewhat worse than 
being struck by lightning - but nevertheless 
we can get the word out about what I would 
like to stand for. 

“It’s all about democracy, and we should cel¬ 
ebrate that.” 

Mr Meegan, who recounts his seven-year 
journey in his book The Longest Walk, plans to 
stand as an independent against current 
Labour transport minister Paul Clark for the 
Gillingham and Rainham constituency. 

Father-of-two Mr Meegan grew up in 


Rainham and also has a home in Kobe, Japan, 
where he works as a lecturer of maritime 
English at the University of Mercantile Marine. 

He said that when he canvasses support for 
his election campaign, he will inform residents 
of his plans for educational reform. 

Mr Meegan explained: “From the crucible of 
the longest journey I was able to meet tens 
of thousands of people - many of them chil¬ 
dren - and it gave me a feeling of how the 
power of youth is such a magical thing. 

“It got me thinking as to what a young 
person needs to be successful in the 21st 
century, but I’m afraid that what they need 
is quite different to what’s going on in 
schools. 

“Exams don’t work with all kids. There 
are many who don’t really function with 
that sort of thing, but their talent doesn’t 
seem to be illuminated in any way. 

“I would like to pick up the kids who are 
rejected by the school system and who are 
running around frightening old people. 

“I’d try to find out what their interests are 
and use that as the centre of their educa¬ 
tion, rather than symmetrical equations or 
whatever else they might be being taught. 

“It’s about finding out what they are good 
at rather than blowing them out of the water 
when they can’t do what’s on the syllabus.” 

Mr Meegan added that should he be 
defeated in his run for Parliament, he will 


still consider opening a centre for youngsters 
in need of inspiration. 

He added: “If we could get this sort of thing 
off the ground it could be a great model for the 
rest of the UK. 

“Unfortunately the main political parties 
don’t want to know.” 


Chief executive 
job title changed 

KENT County Council is advertising for a 
‘group managing director’ to replace outgo¬ 
ing chief executive Peter Gilroy. 

According to council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter, the job title has been deliberately 
altered to reflect the fact the heads of the 
authority’s four main services are all called 
managing directors. 

However, it is rumoured the council is 
hoping the change will attract applicants 
from outside the local government sector. 

Whoever lands what Cllr Carter is calling 
“the biggest job in local government” can 
expect an annual salary of £185,000 - some 
£65,000 less than Mr Gilroy earned in 
2007-08. 

Mr Gilroy, who was appointed chief exec¬ 
utive in 2005, will step down in May.

THE history of one of Kent’s 
last remaining oyster 'yawls’ 
is being uncovered this 
month as part of a special 
campaign to preserve the 
century-old boat. 

Fishing vessel Favourite, which 
was built in 1890, is one of only two 
of the 100 oyster yawls in the county 
to survive years of treacherous fish¬ 
ing trips and shelling during the two 
world wars. 

To celebrate its survival, volunteers 
from The Favourite Trust, a group set 
up in 1977 to ensure the future of the 
boat, are holding an exhibition at the 
Whitstable Museum and Gallery. 

The free event has already proved 
so successful that organisers have 
extended it until next Saturday 

Peter Banbury, of the Trust, said 
since it first opened in November 
there has been plenty of interest. 

“There’s a lot of history surround¬ 
ing Favourite, and people - especial¬ 
ly those from Whitstable - have been 
very interested,” he said. “At all times 
of year they walk past the boat and 
so now there’s a chance for them to 
learn a bit more about her.” 

The yawl was commissioned in 
1890 by retired London policeman 
Edward ‘Pikey’ Carden and built by 
the Whitstable Shipping Company 

She was sold to the Whitstable 
Oyster Fishery Company in 1918, 
but years later, during World War 
Two in 1944, she was gunned by a 
German aircraft and beached. 

In 1952, writer Harry Hurford- 
Janes purchased the boat for £50 and 
it was hauled into his cottage garden

by the seawall, where it remained for 
almost three decades. 

But in 1978, the new owners of the 
cottage offered Favourite to the com¬ 
munity and she was moved to a plot 
of land next door. 

Mr Banbury said: “Although from 
the outside the boat looked fine, from 
the inside she was rotten. A group of 
us decided to look after the boat and 
formed The Favourite Trust so we 
could get it back to its former state.” 

Around £100,000 was required to 
restore the boat, with half of this 
much-needed money coming from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. Other 


funding came from the Maritime Heri¬ 
tage Trail, Living Spaces and dona¬ 
tions from people and organisations. 

Mr Banbury said: ‘We wanted to 
preserve a bit of heritage so frames 
and planks that had not rotted away 
were incorporated into the new hull 
which was made using a set of repli¬ 
ca frames made with the help of 
drawings taken of her in 1980.” 

The boat is now located on Island 
Wall on the Whitstable seafront. 

The only other oyster yawl in Kent 
is located in Faversham.

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Kent pupils achieve another 
year of record GCSE results 


GOVERNMENT’S TARGETS CRITICISED 


HEADTEACHERS celebrating record GCSE 
results have criticised the Government’s tar¬ 
gets set out in the National Challenge. 

Despite high results across Kent, school 
leaders slammed the system which requires 
every secondary school to ensure 30 per cent 
of its pupils gain five higher-grade GCSEs, 
including English and maths. Schools unable 
to meet these targets face being closed 
down and turned into an academies. 

But concerns were raised at a meeting at 
Kent County Council about schools with a 
high percentage of special educational 
needs pupils who struggle with some sub¬ 
jects, making it harder for them to reach the 
necessary grades. 

But results showed a marked improvement 


in a number of Kent schools at risk under the 
National Challenge programme and educa¬ 
tion chiefs at KCC called on the Government 
to ensure future funding is available to sup¬ 
port the system. 

Another issue raised at the meeting was 
the shortage of teachers, particularly in 
maths and English. This was blamed on the 
pressures faced by teachers in core subjects 
in relation to the National Challenge. 

Absences by pupils was also an issue as 
figures were released this week showing the 
county average for persistent absentees was 
6.6 per cent - higher than the UK average of 
5.9 per cent. This was blamed, in some cases, 
on social problems where some parents and 
children do not see education as important.

THE number of children achiev¬ 
ing top GCSE results has risen for 
the eighth year running, accord¬ 
ing to new Government figures. 

School Achievement and Attainment 
Tables, published by the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families this week, 
showed an increase in the number of Kent 
pupils gaining five GSCEs compared to this 
time last year. 

Teenagers achieving five A*-C grades 
between 2008 and 2009, rose by 5.4 per cent 
- around 850 students - to 73 per cent. 

The tables also showed the number of Key 
Stage Four pupils, aged 15-16, gaining A*-C 
grades in English and maths had risen by two 
per cent to 52 per cent since 2008. 

This beat the UK average of 49.8 per cent. 

Dover Grammar School for Girls, 
Cranbrook School, Dartford Grammar 
School for Girls, Invicta Grammar School for 
Girls, The Judd School, Oakwood Park 
Grammar and Tunbridge Wells Grammar 
School for Girls saw all their students gain¬ 
ing a minimum of five GCSEs. 

And schools in the Government’s National 
Challenge programme - which looks to 
ensure 30 per cent of children gain five high¬ 
er-grade GCSEs including in English and 


maths - were praised for showing excellent 
improvements. 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, cabinet member for 
children, families and education at KCC, put 
the success down to the commitment and 
support seen throughout Kent’s schools. 

“I’m very impressed by what I have seen - 
students, teachers and parents should be 
very proud of these results,” she said. 

“Our vision is to give Kent’s young people 
the best possible start in life by providing the 


best education for every child. Vocational 
subjects are also very important. Students 
should be able to do things that interest 
them. Exams are important, but there are 
others things that are just as essential.” 

Cllr Hohler also paid tribute to the federa¬ 
tion scheme which has seen a number of 
schools teaming up to be run under one gov¬ 
erning body. 

Two of the schools now working in this way 
are Dane Court Grammar School, in 


Broadstairs, and King Ethelbert, in 
Birchington. 

Kind Ethelbert was dubbed a ‘failing’ 
school by Government in 2008, when GCSE 
results showed it had not made the 30 per 
cent pass rate set out by the National 
Challenge. But instead of closing it down and 
forming an academy - the normal outcome 
for ‘failing’ schools - it was teamed up with 
Dane Court Grammar. 

Headteacher Paul Luxmoore took over the 
running of both schools and since the move 
King Ethelbert has showed a 20 per cent 
improvement in grades, with more than a 
third of pupils achieving five GCSEs at grade 
C or above. 

Mr Luxmoore said: “It has created a very 
positive change within the schools. Students 
work together and they have benefited from 
it - confidence levels have really grown.” 

Rosalind Turner, managing director for 
children, families and education, said the key 
to Kent’s success is providing high quality 
early years education, followed by excellent 
primary and secondary education. 

“This is so that every child can reach their 
expected level of progress and attainment,” 
she said. “They learn at different rates and 
have different interests and abilities. 
Personal circumstances and challenges are 
also a factor. That is why we are developing a 
vision for learning which starts from birth 
and continues through adulthood.”

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Undertakers’ obesity headache 


FUNERALS can be big affairs, and 
they are getting larger all the time, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

As we all get heavier as a nation, the dearly 
departed are causing more problems in death, 
say undertakers. 

John Weir runs several undertakers’ offices 
in Kent, and is also the UK spokesman for the 
National Society of Allied and Independent 
Funeral Directors. 

He said although the complications caused by 
oversize bodies is not widespread yet, it is get¬ 
ting worse as we eat more in life. 

His company has invested in an electric hoist 


would convey the remains, with the family’s 
consent, to the cemetery and the grave with¬ 
out them being present, so that when they 
arrive they are not faced with the indignity of 
seeing the staff struggling.” 

Coffin maker Julian Atkinson said his prod¬ 
ucts are now larger by two inches in length 
and width. He said: “We now have to be quite 
creative - by maybe using a cigar-shaped cof¬ 
fin or casket which is less tapered. 

“We used to do one a month that was over¬ 
sized, and now it is a two or three a week. 

“In the last five years or so, the numbers of 
these ones has gone up tenfold. It used to be 
unusual, now it is common practice.”

to move bodies around and lower them into 
larger-than-life coffins, and he said many 
hospital mortuaries have done the same. 

He said: ‘We have to think of the health 
and safety of our staff. Some people are 
large when they die, and we need to behave 
in a thoroughly professional and dignified 
manner at all times.” 

The complications continue when it 
comes to the actual funeral itself. Cranes 
have been known to lift coffins into double¬ 
sized graves before the congregation 
arrives to avoid any embarrassing scenes. 

Some councils are charging by the foot for 
their graves - so the bigger the body and 
coffin, the more the plot costs. 

Cranes 

Mr Weir said: “Crematoria don’t usually 
do that - it’s just one flat charge.” 

But he said Vinters Park in Maidstone 
has recently introduced a larger cremator 
which is 41 inches wide as opposed to the 
more usual 28 just to cope with an increase 
in larger coffins. 

He said there is a knock-on effect for the 
taxpayers as local authorities have to pay 
for the installation of the new cremators. 

He added: “The charges for the funeral 
are the same though whether you are five 
stone or 50.” 

The larger facilities are needed for bodies 
weighing more than 25st. 

With bigger coffins comes the problem of 
transporting them with some bodies fitting 
into standard hearses. Again, usually away 
from the eyes of relatives, the body is then 
transported using vans or even sometimes 
lorries fitted with cranes to lower them 
straight into the over-sized grave. 

The knock-on effect is that cemeteries 
run out of valuable space quicker, forcing 
some authorities to reuse old plots. 

Mr Weir said the largest person he had 
buried had been around 31st and needed a 
coffin 3ft 2in wide. 

He added: “The main concern we have is 
to ensure a family is not exposed to any 
indignity. If someone is very large, then we

Soldier’s book 


shows graphic 
horror of war

HE WENT from the mean streets 
of Gravesend facing a dead-end 
life of drink, drugs and trouble to 
the bitter killing fields of the 
Gulf war and on to the slightly 
more genteel world of art. 

Now a Kent soldier has written a 
graphic novel to help him 
beat his demons. Glenn 
Fitzpatrick, 38, wants 
other battle-scarred vets 
to read it, to help them for¬ 
get the nightmare of war. 

He is known as Fitzy and 
he also has an exhibition of ' 
his art at a major London 
gallery. 

With pretty much no educa¬ 
tion behind him, he signed up 
for military service to escape 
the downward spiral of illicit 
chemicals. But in the Queens Royal Irish 
Hussars, Fizty came face to face with the 
horrors of war as he drove an armoured 
personnel carrier to pick up horrifically 
injured Iraqi soldiers while their comrades 
hailed more bullets on the medics. 

He told KOS Media: “I was in the first 
Gulf War in 1991 and being shot at. It was 
only 100 hours, but it felt like a lifetime of 
intense battles. 

“I saw things I would rather not have. 
Bullets leave large holes in people and we 
were there to tiy and save the people we 
had just attacked. It was crazy with all the 
bullets peppering our armoured ambulance. 

“And we never knew if we were going to 
come under attack from the chemical 
weapons we had been told so much about. 
It really was a living nightmare.” 

After the war, he left to find peace in 
study and art. But in 1998 it was discov¬ 
ered he was suffering from a cyst under the 
base of his brain which required a 10-hour 
operation to remove it in 1999. He said: “It

all helped me realise life’s 
too short to waste on drink 
and drugs and I threw myself into my art. 
I studied hard and graduated with a 2.1 
which is not bad for a Gravesend dyslexic 
war dog.” 

He got his MA in fine art in 2001. 

Fitzy, who now lives in Canterbury, said: 
“I consider myself lucky and I would like to 
think other war vets who are finding it 
hard to adapt to life away from the battle¬ 
field will find something to laugh about and 
relate to in this book. 

“I worked hard on making sure it is all 
there - good and bad. I wanted it to be com¬ 
pletely honest. As a therapy, there is little to 
beat art. It helped me be human again.” 

Fitzy’s art will be at the Brick Lane 
Gallery, London, from January 28 to Feb¬ 
ruary 8 as part of the Art in Mind exhibition. 

The book Arts and Mines is a graphic auto¬ 
biography in his own words and pictures. 

It will be published by Aerocomm on 
January 26, and available from Amazon.

We will always try and 
help people that want to pay their 
respects to a loved one at our club.” 

Golfer Daniel Chives said he plays 
regularly in Kent and has noticed the 
growing number of memorial seats. 

“It's not a real problem, people 
understand the reasons behind 
them, but at times they can get in 
the way if someone's taking a partic¬ 
ular shot,” he said. 

“Golf for me is a relaxing hobby, 
which it is for many people. It’s the 


competitive people that are more 
likely to get annoyed if their ball 
ends up by a bench and they can’t 
take their shot ” 

But Mr Chives said most players 
are respectful of the seats and in 
some cases knew the person the 
bench w r as commemorating. 

The 29-year-old said: “You get to 
know other golfers when you play a 
lot and some of the seats are there 
for long-standing members who 
many people knew,” he added.

Flight of mercy 


Amid the snow clouds came help from the skies last week as KOS 
Media - publisher of this newspaper - took to a helicopter to help 
deliver vital supplies to the elderly. JULIE MADDOCKS climbed 
onboard and brought some warmth as the big freeze took hold. 
She tells her story of a remarkable mission as the county shivered 


THE work of Age Concern 
is important all-year 
round, but perhaps even 
more so when inclement 
weather hits, as the staff 
and volunteers know only 
too well. 

The group serving the Isle of 
Sheppey discovered just how diffi¬ 
cult their normal tasks became in 
the recent heavy snow. 

As their vans struggled in the sub 
zero temperatures and as the snow 
continued to fall on the island, visit¬ 
ing the elderly and delivering 
‘meals on wheels’ became almost 
impossible. 

And with many elderly residents 
dependent on the service for their 
meals, it was more vital than ever - 
as the temperatures continued to 
plunge - they got their meals and 
some basic supplies. 

They had received some help, but 
were tirelessly fighting the ele¬ 
ments and the roads attempting to 
maintain normal service. 

With this in mind, KOS Media 
decided to help out. I contacted the 
charity and asked them if there was 
anything we could do. 

They explained that simply reach¬ 
ing some people was proving a huge 
challenge. 

Before we knew it, generous heli¬ 
copter charter firm AV8, based in 
Rochester, had offered the use of a 
chopper. 

Our mission was simple - to take 
essential supplies to the area strug¬ 
gling under the snow, and allow the 
Age Concern teams there to distrib¬ 
ute the food and drink to those most 
in need. 

The local supermarket shelves may 
have been empty of the much needed 
bread and milk, but I did find all I 
needed at a local garage - Parkfoot 
Service Station, West Mailing - 
where they not only helped me load 
my car, but also offered staff discount 
to pay for the goods. 

Flight plan 


It was a refreshing experience to 
see everyone pulling together at 
times of such difficulty. 

The team at AV8 soon put the 
flight plan in place and after 
gaining permission from Abbotts 
Pharmaceuticals at Queenborough, 
we headed for the helicopter and 
loaded the supplies on board. 

As we took off, the view across 
Bluebell Hill and the Medway 
towns made it clear just how heavy 
the snow had fallen, and why so 
many motorists had been strug¬ 
gling in the conditions. 

Our flight had been planned in 
between the wintery showers, and 
although it would have been nice to 
enjoy the winter wonderland on dis¬ 
play below us, with more snow fore¬ 
cast, time was something we didn’t 
want to waste. 

We had arranged to meet 
Sheppey Age Concern manager, 
Elaine O’Brian and her team mid¬ 


way between their lunchtime deliv¬ 
eries in the area, and as we touched 
down at exactly 11.30am their van 
arrived on site. 

We swiftly transferred what we 
had over to them, as Elaine told us 
how they had been struggling to get 
around the area. 

“We were lucky to receive the offer 
of help from one local,” she said, “he 
was kind enough to help us deliver 
meals in his 4x4 vehicle last week. 
But I think he helps everyone else 
too, so our volunteer driver John 
has been trying to get us round as 
much as we can. 

“It’s not just the roads which have 
caused the problem,” she contin¬ 
ued, “but it’s the pavements too. So 
many people have found it just too 
dangerous to go out, and have run 
out of bread and milk, so this will 
be great.” 

As she told us just how hard their 
jobs had become in the past week, it

done was very little. But thanks to 
the support of those who helped us 
to help others, it certainly restored 
my faith in human nature.

Building a better education 

PETER READ looks at 

the academy, the new 
buzzword in schooling 


OUR secondary schools 
have suffered from a his¬ 
torically low level of 
investment into school 
buildings. 

However, in recent years there 
has been a transformation of 
many premises to produce school 
buildings of which we can be 
proud, a tribute to the invest¬ 
ment policies of Kent and 
Medway councils. 

With programmes such as 
Private Finance Investment (six 
schools) and Building Schools for 
the Future (10 schools under 
way), the pace of redevelopment 
is increasing in line with the tar¬ 
get of replacing all Kent second¬ 
ary schools in the next 12 years. 

These two initiatives rely heavi¬ 
ly on private finance, which needs 
to make a profit, and so they face 
uncertain financial futures in 
terms of running costs. What hap¬ 
pens at the end of the borrowing 
term? What about the current dif¬ 
ficult financial climate? 

However, as each new school 
flourishes, alongside it there is 
too often a school that is not so 
fortunate, often which has 
worked hard to achieve high 
standards, that then suffers by 
comparison. It is an unfair world, 
where many children benefit 
while others are at good schools 
that go into decline. 

Academies are in a different 
programme and are the flavour 
of the day, bringing much-needed 


funds from government to build 
plush new premises, often on 
fresh sites. They also need to 
attract sponsors who often put 
up a small proportion of the total 
costs, and are independent of the 
local authority. Church and uni¬ 
versity sponsors no longer need 
to invest funds. 

Increasingly local authorities 
are also minority sponsors. 
Between them, University of 
Kent at Canterbury, Christ¬ 
church University Canterbury, 
and the University of Creative 
Arts are minority sponsors of 
most local academies. 

City academies were originally 
designed to replace failing schools 
in socially deprived urban areas, 
but the concept is changing fast 
and now even some prestigious 
independent schools, fallen on 
hard times, are becoming acade¬ 
mies in other parts of the coun¬ 
try. Already the 17 open and 
planned academies make up one 
in seven of all Kent and Medway 
schools. They do not need to fol¬ 
low the national curriculum, and 
all students at new academies 
start off with free uniforms. 

So far there is no convincing 


evidence that they raise stan¬ 
dards, although many often do 
well, some by attracting more 
able pupils. Others (not in Kent) 
have been spectacular failures. 

I consider that Kent has gener¬ 
ally used the concept well, attract¬ 
ing investment into the county 
and maintaining a level of influ¬ 
ence lacking in some academies 
elsewhere. However, local auth¬ 
orities are required to have less 
than 20 per cent of the voting 
power on the board of governance 
of an academy. Parents are not 
represented on all governing bod¬ 
ies, but can have an influence 
through parent councils. 

Department of Children, 
Schools and Families (DCSF) sta¬ 
tistics for permanent exclusions 
2007-08 show the rate is twice as 
high for academies as in council- 
maintained schools. This con¬ 
firms that one reason for acade¬ 
my ‘success’ may be their capaci¬ 
ty to move ‘problem children’ out 
into other neighbouring schools - 
which suffer as a consequence. 

I am starting to receive reports 
underlining one of the main 
drawbacks of city academies - 
lack of accountability. Parents 



unhappy with provision are find¬ 
ing it impossible to get satisfac¬ 
tion and the local authority does 
not have responsibility for the 
internal running of academies. 

The Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man has no role, as they do not 
come under the aegis of local 
authorities. The correct route is 
via the DFCS. As yet I have no 
experience of these, but have fol¬ 
lowed other education complaints 
through to the Government and 
have found this to be generally a 
frustrating, drawn out and nega¬ 
tive experience. 

Parents who send their chil¬ 
dren to academies need to under¬ 
stand the risks, although for 
most it may well be the best 
option available and a very posi¬ 
tive experience.

Tory council tax rises 

Yet again the Conservative leader of Kent 
County Council has sought to blame a threat¬ 
ened last-minute council tax rise on Govern¬ 
ment (Kent on Sunday, January 10) for not 
paying everything he demands for asylum 
seekers. 

Yet again the head of the UK Border Agency 
says the agency’s made a fair offer to Kent but, 
if you can show where you get your latest fig¬ 
ures from, please get in touch. 

What Kent County Council’s Conservatives 
seem less keen to talk about is the recent deci¬ 
sion of one of the failed Icelandic banks 
(Glitnir) not to treat British local councils as 
preferential creditors. 

KCC had £15 million invested in Glitnir 
when it went under. 

The decision by Glitnir’s winding up board 
will see only 31 per cent of our money being 
returned, rather than the 100 per cent expect¬ 
ed for preferential creditors. 

That’s a loss to the Kent council tax payer of 
over £10 million. 

Of course UK councils are challenging 
Glitnir’s decision in the Icelandic courts. 

But then, others are challenging the decision 
of the other Icelandic bank’s board 
(Landsbanki) to treat British local govern¬ 
ment as preferred creditors. 

We may lose half the Landsbanki money. 
Another £8 million. 


One day we may find out how much the 
County Council lost in Iceland, but that day 
looks further away than ever. In the meantime 
KCC Conservatives will blame everybody but 
themselves for their council tax demands.

Premium disappointment 

This morning the energy minister David 
Kidney MP posted the following tweet: ‘At my 
desk preparing for scrutiny of the Energy Bill 
- Labour’s delivery of four clean coal projects 
and money off poorer people’s fuel bills’. 

I find it quite incredible that the 
Government is still refusing to use the bill to 
outlaw premiums for prepay customers. 

Figures from OFGEM show that prepay¬ 
ment meter customers are charged on average 
£189 a year more for their energy than cus¬ 
tomers with standard meters. 

Statistics from National Energy Action also 
show that those using prepayment meters are 
generally on lower than average incomes. 
Almost a quarter have an annual income of 
less than £10,000. 

As expected, prepayment meters are more 
likely to be used by lone parents, those in 
receipt of benefits, those with no bank account 
and those with payment difficulties. But there 
are also people who use them simply to help 
juggle the family finances. 

This is a scourge penalising the poor. It is 
scandalous that the energy companies can 
get away with charging the poorest such high 
rates for something that’s a necessity and 
should be trying to help, not push people fur¬ 
ther into debt.

To date, no lives have been lost as a result of 
the transfer, but over the Christmas period a 
yacht in trouble was serviced, in addition to 
the Margate lifeboat, by an aircraft from 
Belgium rather than one from Britain. I still 
fear that a day may come when ‘just in time’ 
proves to be ‘just too late’. 

The Straits of Dover are the busiest sealane 
in the world. Air cover needs to be enhanced, 
not diminished and I share the view expressed 
by Laura Sandys and by Julian Brazier to the 
effect that the removal of the fixed-wing air¬ 
craft from Manston to Coventry represents a 
potential diminution of the facility.

Don’t waste their lives 

The prospect of a happy New Year seems more 
elusive than ever for those whose lives and 
futures have been blighted by rising youth 
unemployment. 

More than 43,000 18 to 24-year-olds were 
claiming benefits across the South East at the 
end of last year at a cost of more than £2.2 mil¬ 
lion a week.

RAMSGATE ROAD 
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VAT-registered businesses in Kent 
are being urged to get ready for 
major changes to VAT return filing 
and payment coming in April. 

HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) has sent a 
leaflet to all 1.9 millionVAT-registered busi¬ 
nesses to alert them to the fact that, from April 
1, 2010, those with an annual turnover of 
£100,000 or more, excluding VAT, will have to 
file their VAT returns online and pay their 
VAT electronically. 

Under the changes, businesses registering 
for VAT on or after April 1 will also have to file 
their return online and pay electronically, 
whatever their turnover. 

Every year, around 5,200 businesses register 
for VAT in Kent.

To file a VAT return online, businesses new 
to HMRC’s online services need to register for 
the VAT Online service by visiting 
www.online.hmrc.gov.uk, clicking ‘register’ 
under the ‘new user’ section and then follow¬ 
ing the instructions. 

Current HMRC online service users can add 
VAT Online to their portfolio in the ‘Services 
you can add’ section of Tour HMRC services’.

ISSUES FOR BUYERS 

BUYING a business involves many risks. If a 
buyer is not careful, he may end up paying more 
than just the agreed purchase price. However, 
with careful planning and proper advice, these 
risks can be reduced. 

The most important factor is to know what 
you are buying. This may seem an obvious 
point, but if you are buying shares in a company, 
you are buying all assets and liabilities of that 
company, whether known or unknown, actual or 
contingent. 

Due diligence is vital, therefore. This will involve 
scrutinising the target’s financial and tax records, 
cash-flows and budgets, business and employment 
contracts, properties and other assets. 

The price will probably be agreed with the 
seller before due diligence takes place, but a 
buyer must not be afraid to renegotiate if due 
diligence throws up issues or liabilities which 
were not expected. 

The price payable for the business can be 
structured in many ways. It is rare nowadays 
for a buyer and seller to agree a fixed price, all 
of which is payable on the date of the 
acquisition. The price can be payable in 
instalments and occasionally the value of the 
instalments are calculated by reference to the 
profits or turnover of the business during the 
intervening period (known as an earn-out). It is 
also quite common for the price to be adjusted 
by reference to accounts of the business which 
are prepared as at the date of the acquisition, so 
the buyer is paying for the assets and liabilities 
on the balance sheet at that date. 

If the target business is a company, the buyer 
may choose to buy the shares or the assets from 
the company Buying shares is generally more 
risky for a buyer. It means buying the company 
'lock, stock and barrel’ and inheriting any 
skeletons in the company’s cupboard. It is actu¬ 


ally a much simpler structure and likely to be 
favoured by sellers. Buying assets may be more 
tax-efficient for the buyer and it allows the 
buyer to cherry-pick the specific assets it wants, 
but it will involve the complexities of trans¬ 
ferring individual assets and having to renew or 
assign contracts with customers and suppliers. 

The principle method for a buyer to protect 
itself against unknown liabilities post-acquis¬ 
ition is to obtain warranties from the seller. 

Warranties are statements of fact relating to 
the business which are relied on by the buyer as 
being true. If a warranty subsequently turns 
out to be untrue, the buyer will be able to claim 
damages for breach of warranty. The warranties 
often take up a significant proportion of the 
purchase contract and a lot of time is often 
spent negotiating their terms and application. 

Compensation 

The warranties serve two purposes: Firstly, 
they force the seller to disclose any information it 
knows about a warranty which is untrue, so the 
buyer has a full picture of what it is buying. 
Secondly, the warranties serve as a price 
adjustment mechanism by enabling the buyer to 
claim compensation for damages, losses or 
liabilities arising from a warranty being untrue, 
effectively reducing the price of the business. 

Employees are often key to a business, but 
sometimes a buyer will not want or need all of 
the seller’s employees. However, a buyer will 
inherit responsibility for all of the seller’s 
employees, so careful consideration is necessary 
before any redundancy decisions are made, 
either by the buyer or the seller. 

The acquisition of a business should be a 
stepping stone for greater success and profits 
for a buyer. Buyers must ensure that the terms 
of the acquisition fully protect them against it 
being an expensive mistake.

ISSUES FOR SELLERS 

A BUSINESS owner is likely to have shed blood, 
sweat and tears in making their business as 
successful as possible. Unless it is a family 
business and the next generation is ready to pick 
up the reins, these efforts will hopefully culminate 
in selling the business or, for the more ambitious, 
floating it on a stock exchange. 

In light of this almost inevitable endgame, it is 
surprising how few business owners are prepared 
for the issues and procedures which will be 
relevant when the time for exit arrives. Being 
underprepared may result in receiving less than 
full value for the business. 

Business owners must plan for their exit well in 
advance. Some of the most important things to 
ensure are also the most obvious, but that does not 
always mean they are observed. 

The business structure must be established in a 
way which makes the sale as straightforward as 
possible. For example, if the business is operated 
through a company, are there any divisions, 
properties or assets which need to be extracted 
from the company before a sale? 

All corporate and commercial documents relating 
to the business must be complete and up to date. 
They will be scrutinised during a buyer’s due 
diligence, so do not give the buyer any excuse to 
delay or renegotiate the terms of the sale. 

Key employees of the business should be signed 
up to employment contracts which comply with 
current employment legislation and contain 
enforceable restrictive covenants. The employees 
may be a valuable ingredient in the business, so a 
buyer will want to be satisfied that they are tied, as 
well as they can be, to the business. 

If the business relies on unique intellectual 
property rights, it is imperative to ensure that these 
rights are protected as much as possible, whether by 
way of patent, trade mark, registered design rights, 
copyright or even simple confidentiality provisions. 


Careful tax planning will also be key. The sale of 
shares in a company will almost certainly result in 
a lower tax bill for shareholders compared to the 
company selling its business and assets. This is 
because the company will have to pay corporation 
tax on its gains before the balance of proceeds can 
be distributed to its shareholders. However, there 
are exceptions to this rule, so always review the 
position early with a tax advisor. 

When approaching potential buyers, it is 
important that sellers do not disclose too much 
information without first procuring signed 
confidentiality undertakings from the recipients of 
any information, to protect the business’ trade 
secrets, customer and employee lists, pricing 
policies and other sensitive information. 

Debenture 

If a buyer makes an offer which includes an 
element of the purchase price being payable after 
the date of sale (possibly on an earn-out basis), the 
seller should consider what protection they require. 

For example, should the buyer provide some form 
of security over the deferred element, such as a bank 
guarantee or debenture? If the deferred amount is 
dependant on future turnover or profits of the 
business, should there be provisions requiring the 
business to be conducted in the same manner as it 
was conducted before the sale? Careful consideration 
should also be given to the tax implications of any 
deferred element of the purchase price because, 
without careful planning, it is possible that tax will 
be payable on the full value of the purchase price, 
even if only some of it is paid on the date of sale. 

There are many additional issues which need to 
be considered by sellers before they embark on the 
exit process, but hopefully this articles highlights a 
handful of the most significant factors.

A share of the wealth

AS A new year begins, the search 
for shares and managed funds 
with ‘hot’ prospects will continue 
for small investors seeking to sup¬ 
plement their income. 

In the Noughties, the game lost much of its 
sparkle. It’s been a grim time for shares, espe¬ 
cially those in banks once seen as solid and 
reliable, such as Lloyds TSB, Royal Bank of 
Scotland and HBOS. In 30 months of financial 
mayhem, income and capital gains from 
shares have plunged. 

Well-regarded blue chips sank too, although 
many bounced back in the 54 per cent surge by 
London’s FTSE 100 index since March. 

The turmoil may not yet be over. Savers 
nearing retirement may be reluctant to touch 
equities at all, in case they sink to the lows 
that London prices hit in early 2009. 

Despite the doom and gloom, however, small 
investors still hold £162 billion of shares, says 
Capita Registrars. 

And with minimal returns from rival invest¬ 
ments such as property and savings accounts, 
people trying to build a lump sum to allow ear¬ 
lier retirement will want some money in 
shares - or funds that hold mostly stocks. 

Caution is the watchword with most pun¬ 
dits. Nobody knows how share prices will 
respond when the Government’s policy of 
quantitative easing is eventually switched off. 

Jonathan Jackson, head of equities at broker 
Killik & Co, has some FTSE 100 giants in his 
Top Ten for 2010, including GlaxoSmithKline, 
BG Group, Barclays, hedge-fund manager 



Man Group and FT owner Pearson. Most of 
these pay good dividends, around five per cent, 
even if capital growth may be limited. 

Killik’s high-yielding portfolio, with firms 
from the FTSE 100, Mid 250 and Small Cap, 
pays an average dividend of 5.7 
per cent, with limited down¬ 
side risk short of finan¬ 
cial armageddon. He 
predicts the FTSE 
100 will be at 5,850 
by the end of 2010, 
about eight per cent 
up on the current 
level of 5,400. 

Richard Hunter at 
discount broker Har¬ 
greaves Lansdown is 
slightly more hopeful. 

He sees the Bank of 
England base rate at 
1.5 per cent by 
December, and the 
FTSE 100 around 
6,000 in 12 months’ 
time. 

He plumps for BP (paying 5.5 per cent), 
Tesco, Home Retail (owner of Argos/Homebase) 
and one of the pharmaceutical giants, either 
GlaxoSmithKline or AstraZeneca. 

Among tiddlers, he likes Davis Service Group, 
a £700 million company trading as Sunlight in 
the UK and Ireland to provide uniforms and 
workwear to a range of companies. 

Globally, Hunter thinks 2010 could be the 
year when the economic might of China is 
widely recognised. 

Tim Steer at the Artemis UK Growth Fund 
is backing firms focused on change - among 
them oil minnow Sterling Energy, listed on

London’s junior AIM market. He also likes 
Ricardo, focused on improving fuel efficiency 
for the automotive sector. 

Peter Saacke, fund manager at Artemis 
Global Growth, thinks 2010 will deliver high¬ 
er income from shares as dividends 
recover. His core holdings include 
Cobham, Northumbrian Water 
and Imperial Tobacco. 

In an atmosphere of huge 
uncertainty, there are attrac¬ 
tions in making monthly 
payments into managed 
funds: if share prices, 
investors buy more shares 
with the same subscription. 
Choosing a specialist fund is 
also an easy way into global 
markets where most investors 
know little about specific shares. 

Emerging markets boomed in 2009, notably 
the BRIC chain of Brazil, Russia, India and 
China. Neptune’s Russia & Greater Russia, 
launched five years ago and heavily invested 
in oil, mining and gas companies, was a top¬ 
performing fund in 2009, soaring by 107 per 
cent. Alliance RCM BRIC Stars had another 
great year with an 80 per cent surge. 

Can they keep it up? As the developing 
world continues to grow, demand for raw 
materials grows too - which might be a case 
for backing JP Morgan Natural Resources, up 
by more than 600 per cent in the past decade. 

Virgin Money’s Investor Intentions Index 
says emerging markets pushed UK shares to 
second place in advice given by financial advi¬ 
sors during 2009, but some doubt this surge 
can be maintained. In any case, investors 
bruised by 2007-09 might choose safe funds for 
2010, rather than those set to soar.

Ttoelve ways

MANY families who cut back on 
spending in 2009 on the assump¬ 
tion of recovery in 2010 may 
already be having a rethink, and 
are looking for fresh ways to 
prune the budget after warnings 
another 250,000 jobs could go in 
the new year. 

Unemployment could hit three million by 
mid-summer, says the Chartered Institute of 
Personnel Development (CIPD) - partly 
because of rising inflation and the rise in 
VAT. Counting the pennies this year could be 
more important than last. 

“People should review their finances on a 
regular basis and the turn of the year is a 
great trigger to do just that,” said Clare 
Francis at moneysupermarket.com. 

“For those suffering an extra financial 
hangover from the festive period, recovery 
will be quicker in 2010 if significant savings 
are made.” 

Ms Francis estimates an average house¬ 
hold could save £4,000 a year, simply by get¬ 
ting the cheapest deals in those areas of 
spending few of us can avoid, like mortgage 
repayments and energy bills. 

Here are a dozen spending checks which 
any household can make. 

1. Mortgages - use low interest rates to over¬ 
pay your mortgage, while ‘interest only’ bor¬ 
rowers who switch to capital repayment 
terms with their current lender may be sur¬ 
prised by savings in the long-term. 


Moneysupermarket.com estimates that 
somebody paying an extra £50 per month on 
a capital repayment could save £40,000 over 
the 300-month life of a mortgage. 

Andrew Hagger at Moneynet.co.uk points 
out that switching lenders might not be 
worth it for those with small loans, because 
of the hefty fees incurred. Above £70,000, 
though, it might be worth looking at cheaper 
fixes, including a Leeds BS five-year fix at 
4.75 per cent or Mansfield BS’s two-year fix 
at 3.59 per cent. 

Don’t linger on a Standard Variable Rate 
(SVR) loan because rates are likely to rise 
this year. Someone with a £150,000, two-year 
mortgage at Coventry BS fixed at 3.5 per 
cent would save £2,278 against the average 
SVR rate. 

2. Get the cheapest loan - Nationwide BS 
thinks many consumers with debts spread 
across credit and store cards, overdrafts and 
loans could save by consolidating the debts 
into its new personal loans costing a typical 
7.6 per cent APR on £7,500-14,999 for up to 
five years, the rate being fixed for the full 
term of the loan. 

This undercuts the 7.9 per cent offer on 
£7,500-15,000 advances, with Nectar points, 
unveiled by Sainsbury’s Finance. 

3. Credit cards - if you can get your card 
debts accepted for a zero per cent balance 
transfer deal, there’s a case for cutting the 
card up to ensure you don’t make new pur¬ 
chases, possibly charged at 16 per cent. 

4. Be a careful shopper - write down what 
you need before entering the supermarket, 
and you can easily save £20 per week, says 
Andrew Hagger at Moneynet.co.uk. That’s 
worth £1,000 a year, which you can use to 
pay off debts elsewhere.

5. Home and motor insurance - comparison 
site Grocompare.com reckons 21 million drivers 
are missing out on cheaper cover. Also, only 19 
per cent of consumers switched their home 
insurer in the last year. 

Grocompare.com says its customers could 
save an average £211 by comparing policies 
from more than 120 insurers and brokers. 

A new deal from Direct Line offers 52 days 
of free cover on car insurance, while 
home insurance policies offer 12 
months’ cover for the price of nine, 
with a free home-emergency policy 
to cover call-outs, parts and labour on 
some domestic crises. 

6. Claim all available benefits - if family 
income is less than £40,000 and both part¬ 
ners work 16 hours a week plus, you’re 
eligible for childcare tax credits worth 
hundreds of pounds, assuming the 
carer is registered with Ofsted. 

7. Current Account - A&L, part of

11. TV, telephone and internet - 
Moneysupermarket.com reckons bundling 
your TV, landline and broadband connections 
can save about £130 a year, compared with the 
cost of standalone products. 

For a standalone line rental deal, 
www.Homephonechoices.co.uk’s Primus Home 
Phone Saver package offers free evening 
and weekend calls to UK landlines for 
£9.15 line rental per month. 

12. Travel - If you know when you 
want to go, train travel needn’t cost 

I the earth. Advance tickets are avail¬ 
able up to 12 weeks in advance, and 
are claimed to be the cheapest ticket 
option. 

While bus passes are free for pen¬ 
sioners, railcards can lop a third 
from off-peak rail fares. Sign up 
for alerts from www.thetrain- 
line.com to save an average 43 
per cent on the price of ‘turn up 
and go’ tickets. 

Many travel firms could go 
bust in 2010, putting your money 
at risk.

Travel Insurance claim to offer pro¬ 
tection against corporate failures.

MANY people want to provide 
funds for their children and grand¬ 
children, to help with all the varied 
calls for money they will experi¬ 
ence during their younger years 
and into adulthood. 

It is not always easy to know how best to 
structure any such provision. One wants to 
ensure that children have an appropriate degree 
of access to the monies, and that the structure 
serves to minimise the impact of taxes. 

1. Bare Trusts - are arrangements where 
trustees are acting really only as nominees, 
with the beneficiaries having beneficial own¬ 
ership of the monies. 

Where funds are provided by grandparents,

grandparents. If the funds are provided by 
parents, however, income tax is assessed on 
them until the children reach 18. 

A disadvantage is at 18 the children can call 
for the money which belongs to them; because it 
might be spent unwisely does perhaps mean 
such trusts should not be over funded, to leave 
an 18 year old with too much to spend. While 
they are under 18, the monies can be used freely 
for their benefit, including paying school fees. 

2. Discretionary Trusts - are used when the 
amount is more than would be appropriate for 
the children to take at 18; or where it is 
intended that the funds should be held to give 
benefit to the beneficiaries until a greater age 
such as 25; or where one wants to have the 


grandchildren can use their personal 
allowances for income tax and annual exemp¬ 
tions for CGT, which is likely to be better than 
if the monies were held by the parents or 

ability to favour some beneficiaries over oth¬ 
ers. Such trusts are very flexible and can tar¬ 
get the benefit at the appropriate time. 

A disadvantage is the trustees will need to

manage the funds and produce a separate tax 
return; with a bare trust the income is simply 
treated as belonging to the child and only a tax 
repayment claim will be needed. Furthermore, 
income tax rates for trustees are now high, 
with a 50 per cent rate from April. 

The effect of this is mitigated if the income is 
paid out to beneficiaries who are non or lower 
rate tax payers. Accordingly it would normally 
be best to fund the trust at the sort of level 
where income being generated can safely be 
paid out, to avoid the trustees retaining 
income and suffering tax at 50 per cent. 

Once again there is a difference if the funds 
are provided by a parent, with the tax 
assessed on the parent if the income is distrib¬ 
uted; but if the income is accumulated, then it 
will be taxed at 50 per cent! So if parents want 
to get funds out of their estates, perhaps for 
IHT reasons, it would be wise not to invest to 


produce a high level of income while the chil¬ 
dren are under age, although once they reach 
18 the rules change and income paid out to the 
children is taxed on them and not their parent. 
3. Provision by will - grandparents can bypass 
their children and set up trusts for grandchil¬ 
dren in their wills. The parents will probably 
benefit indirectly from the funds available and 
the trust can be drafted so the children’s own 
personal tax position can be taken advantage of. 

This will not happen if the fund is below the 
nil rate band threshold, currently £325,000. If 
someone wants to set up a larger fund, then 
there are ways to avoid any IHT charge by giv¬ 
ing the children a right to income. 

The circumstances and requirements of fam¬ 
ilies differ greatly; one needs to think careful¬ 
ly about what one is trying to achieve and to 
structure gifts to achieve that in the most 
appropriate and tax effective way.

THERE may be a glimmer of 
light at the end of the reces¬ 
sionary tunnel, but is it too 
soon to think about a new car? 

No. In fact, there was a strong argu¬ 
ment for some of us to buy new wheels 
even in the worst depths of the down¬ 
turn and those circumstances continue 
to prevail. 

With savings accounts earning so little, 
you might make more by saving a huge 
wedge on a new car thanks to big dis¬ 
counts at the moment. 

Fact is, there has been much hype 
about the Government-sponsored 
£2,000-a-time Scrappage grant scheme, 
but dealers have been knocking cash 
off cars for months - whether you 
have a 10-year-old ‘scrapper’ to trade in 
or not. 

There are other deals that can be fac¬ 
tored in too, such as zero or low rate 
finance. 

And don’t forget to ask for trimmings 
like a tank of fuel, car mats or further 
discounts on any add-ons you fancy. 

Do your homework though to ensure 
you are not buying an unpopular engine 
or trim combination or, worse, a car on 
‘run-out’ where production ceased a 
while ago. 

After all, you don’t want to trade your 
old gas guzzler for another just as thirsty 
or likely to depreciate badly. 

Buy wisely though and your new vehicle 
could save on fuel, insurance, road tax and 
even depreciation, though cars always 


devalue unless they achieve classic status. 

You can also afford to congratulate 
yourself for ditching something less effi¬ 
cient in favour of a modem and more eco- 
friendly model. 

On the other hand, review your pro¬ 
posed part-exchange; a knee-jerk dispos¬ 
al and the cost of replacement, could be 
daunting even when judged against its 
high running costs for the next three 
years and eventual disposal when the 
market is more settled. 


Budget 

Road tax favours downsizing - gas guz¬ 
zling limos or 4x4s face £950 a year road 
tax from April 1 next year - but this is 
still a small part of the motoring budget 
for most of us. 

Many superminis currently sit in the 
lowest road tax band of £35 a year and 
though you might be tempted by new / 
tax-exempt diesel eco models, just 
check the price against a standard 
version. 

The eco supermini might save 
£105 road tax over three years, but 
how much will you pay upfront for 
it? A lot more and you might not 
think the driving experience 
worth paying extra for either. 

Be aware too that from April 1, 
all cars emitting 130g/km or less 
will be zero-rated for tax in their 
first year on the road. 

So, check out conventional equivalents 
of eco models and don’t dismiss petrol 
power; the fuel is still cheaper and makes 
sense for lower mileage users, while 
emission and consumption levels are 
closing the gap on their heavier diesel 
equivalents.

DON’T swap your current car just 
to save a few pounds on road tax. 

On the other hand, Government efforts to 
tax ‘gas guzzlers’ off the road can further ease 
the burden on your motoring budget if you 
plan to downsize or go for a more fuel-efficient 
model. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling eased the pres¬ 
sure a bit after an outcry induced by draconian 
rates due to be applied to larger cars... just as 
the recession clobbered the economy 

But Labour - and a Conservative govern¬ 
ment won’t be any different due to existing 
agreements to clean up pollution - has said it 
will continue to drive down vehicle sizes and 
emissions by using tough VED (Vehicle Excise 
Duty) rates, based on C02 emissions rather 
than fuel consumption and applying only to 
cars registered after March 1, 2001. 

At present, you can escape paying anything 
if your car emits lOOg/km or less and, from 
April 1, this benefit will apply to any car with 
a 130g/km or less rating, within one year of 
being registered. After that it will revert to 
£20-30 a year. 

By the same token, anyone buying a serious 
C02 emitter discharging 255g/km or more will

be clobbered by a £950 charge in the first year 
and £435 thereafter when the new scale comes 
into effect - the current tax for cars in this 
band is £405. 

Curiously, due to inconsistent emissions data 
on older cars, these are taxed simply at 
£120/year up to l,549cc and then £185 if larger 
- something of a bargain for owners of older ‘gas 
guzzlers’ if they can bear higher fuel bills, opt 
for a £1,500-2,000 LPG (liquid petroleum gas) 
conversion or cover relatively few miles. The 
higher charge increases to £205 after April 1.

DOWNSIZING to a more fuel and 
tax efficient car must be just part 
of your recession-busting motor¬ 
ing plan. 

The next stage involves smarter driving 
and journey planning and getting fitter by 
walking and cycling instead of using the car 
for short journeys - cold engines waste fuel 
and produce 60 per cent more emissions than 
warm ones. 

Short trips also mean more servicing and 
engine wear - a moped or motorcycle might 
be a better option. 

If you must drive, follow these tips from the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists and RAC 
Foundation: 

• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the direct route - a sat nav can 
help - and go off peak if possible. Commuters 
should think about car sharing, Park and 
Ride bus schemes, or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly. 
Neglected engines waste at least 10 per cent 
more fuel and catalytic converters only clean 
emissions when properly maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres wear 
faster, waste fuel, are dangerous and con¬ 
tribute to a growing environmental problem. 
Check pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save and stay legal. 
Feather the throttle at cruising speed; 
56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel than 70mph 
and a smoother driving style saves fuel. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes 


driving for better saving 


at modest engine speeds can save up to 15 
per cent in fuel. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use and keep windows 
closed to avoid drag and wasted fuel. Remove 
unnecessary and heavy boot luggage and 
wide wheels and tyres that add rolling resist¬ 
ance. Air conditioning costs fuel too, so try to 
use the fan and vents unassisted. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur ‘cit/ diesel or cleaner petrol (low sul¬ 
phur/aromatics). Consider converting to LPG 


(liquid petroleum gas) - half the price of 
petrol and with lower emissions. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and bum more fuel carrying more 
weight than necessary? 

• Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

FUEL prices continue to be volatile 
- no help to drivers as Britain tries 
to claw its way out of recession. 

The UK’s biggest supplier of company cars 
reckons this also comes on top of motorists 
being suckered by costly motoring myths. 

Lex Autolease associate director Chris 
Chandler said: ‘We own over 300,000 vehicles 
and some of the feedback we receive from driv¬ 
ers shows that a lot of bad habits have crept in, 
due to myths passed down from one colleague to 
another or through friends and family” 

The firm’s ‘Myths Hit List’ is: 

‘Premium fuel is good for your car eveiy now 
and again’ 

It is only suitable for high performance cars 
needing superior fuel for efficient running - the 
higher cost is repaid by better mpg. Drivers 
using non-performance cars should stick to 
ordinary unleaded and diesel. 

Another myth suggests supermarket fuel is 
poorer quality than that from oil companies’ 
forecourts, but they often come from the same 
source, so you’re paying more for the brand and 
any additives included. 

‘It’s best to fit your new tyres to the front axle’ 

Actually, they should be fitted to the rear. 
More grip on the rear axle improves stability on 
slippery roads and could prevent a spin. 

Drivers are also more used to worn tyres on 
the front, because most modem cars are front 
wheel drive and wear front treads faster than 
the rears; switching part-worn rears to the front 
maintains a balance that the driver is used to. 

‘Allow the car to warm up before driving off 

The engine will warm up faster, use less fuel 
and pump out less C02 if you drive off immedi¬ 
ately, rather than leave it to idle for a while. In 
winter, this also helps the car heater warm 
faster, though windscreens must be fully 
defrosted before setting off. 

‘Running the fuel tank near to empty helps to 
clean it’ 


Fuel tanks do not ‘self-clean’. It is more likely 
that you will misjudge your next fill-up and risk 
seizing up your engine or other components; 
driving with little or no fuel can be almost as 
damaging to a vehicle as putting in the wrong 
fuel. Fill up as quickly as possible when your 
warning light appears. 

‘Filling up slows down your car’ 

Partially tme. A heavy fuel load impacts upon 
fuel efficiency and braking distances, but accel¬ 


eration and top speed is barely compromised by 
a full tank. 

‘No claims protection insurance protects my 
premium if I have a crash’ 

Standard insurances only protect the dis¬ 
count you would have received at the end of a 
claim-free year. If you have a claim, insurance 
companies can increase your overall premium, 
despite having a no claims protection policy, 
because you are an increased insurance risk. 


Admittedly, the company has a vested inter¬ 
est in the final point: 

‘Leasing is more expensive than buying’ 

Many businesses and motorists fail to proper¬ 
ly calculate the true cost of ownership. List 
price alone is a red herring, and ignores true 
running costs: finance, depreciation, mainte¬ 
nance and insurance. 

All such costs can be better captured and bud¬ 
geted through a lease deal.

AFTER a stuttering start the 
Government’s £2,000 Scrappage 
incentive accelerated into a big 
success last year. 

So much so that the initial £300 million fund 
needed a 50 per cent top-up last autumn to 
avoid running out before the proposed end of 
the scheme in March this year. 

But money is dwindling again, and it is diffi¬ 
cult to read how the Government will react to 
another top-up or an extension. 

It could be simply delaying a decision so that 
it can maximise the political mileage ahead of 
the spring general election, but it is also ques¬ 
tionable whether the scheme does much for 
UK PLC or its balance of payments - foreign- 
based carmakers and their workforces have 
been the main beneficiaries.

runs out if you fancy swapping your banger. 

The donor car must have been registered 
before August 31, 1999 and your name must 
have been on the V5 ‘logbook’ for 12 months 
before the date your new car order is placed. 

Carmakers like the scheme, though quietly 
annoyed that they would be expected to con¬ 
tribute half of each ‘£2,000 Government 
Scrappage grant’ and that the Treasury would 
claw back some of its money through VAT on 
each car sale. 

But they have seen that they can use 
Scrappage to buy market share and keep car 
plants running through the recession, and 
some brands have been chipping in extra cash 
on top of their £1,000 per unit as well as more 
specification and zero per cent finance - 
though this is no big deal when interest rates 
are so low. 

This also indicates how keen dealers are to 


do business, so don’t be despondent if you’re 
not in a position to take advantage of 
Scrappage; with the exception of city cars and 
superminis, you should get a hefty discount on 
most new cars without a banger to scrap. 

If you have been out of the car market for a 
while though, do your research. You will have 
heard that diesel cars now outsell petrol, but 
that is not the full picture. 

They cost more, and the extra weight can be 
wearing and intrusive in the smaller cars 
most in demand now, and you need to cover 
many miles to recover the extra outlay. 

Meanwhile, petrol is making a comeback 
with lighter, small capacity turbocharged 
engines able to deliver diesel pulling power 
and lower emissions. 

You might also consider a hybrid, but these 
cost more and this must also be weighed 
against the mileage you intend to cover.

FOSTER carers have been 
offered the chance to 
improve their skills by 
enrolling on one of several 
new courses with the Open 
University. 

Created in partnership with the 
Fostering Network, the qualifica¬ 
tions have been launched at a time 
when there are some 700 foster car¬ 
ers in Kent looking after about 1,000 
children. 

Nationally there are 43,000 foster 
families, with an estimated 10,000 
more needed. 

Available courses include under¬ 
graduate degrees in child care and 
health and social care.

job, and foster carers need a wide 
range of skills to provide the best 
possible care. 

“Like all professionals they must 
have access to ongoing learning and 
development opportunities. 

“The partnership with the Open 
University will remove barriers and 
make it easier for more foster carers 
to access formal academic training 
and qualifications. 

“This will enable them to fulfil 
their role as child care experts along¬ 
side the team of other professionals 
working with a child.” 

A recent report by the Fostering 
Network revealed that 83 per cent of 
carers would like to improve their 
skills, and 70 per cent have asked 


their fostering service to provide 
more training. 

It also showed that three-quarters 
have turned down training in the 
past because they were unable to 
secure childcare, the location was dif¬ 
ficult to reach or it was scheduled at 
an inconvenient time. 

As well as the more formal degree 
qualifications, the OU is also offering 
introductory courses on subjects 
including healthcare, nutrition and 
psychology. 

Foster carer Kevin Meehan said: 
“We are expected to be homemakers, 
counsellors, mediators and teachers, 
as well as experts in conflict manage¬ 
ment, dysfunctional behaviour and 
child psychology.

WHILE Kent was gripped by 
the big freeze, many drivers 
wondered where they could get 
extra grip. 

So interest in new and used 4x4s is grow¬ 
ing again after being clobbered by the 
recession, especially as would-be buyers 
find how cheap it can be to acquire serious 
go-anywhere performance. 

Even before the snow and ice, experts at 
HPI Valuations warned that these beasts 
were seriously undervalued and buyers 
should move fast. 

Spokesman Martin Keighley said: “The 
infamous ‘Chelsea Tractor’ has been slated 
by the green lobby over the last 12 months, 
and stands accused of destroying the planet. 

“However, prior to this demonisation, the 
4x4 provided a reliable and bold-looking 
alternative to the people carrier, catering for 
both families and the style-conscious alike. 

“With greener versions now available, 
petrol models and other, more polluting 
models are getting left behind because 
environmentally conscious car-buyers can 
now purchase a 4x4 without it weighing on 
their conscience. 

“As a result, demand for this sector is ris¬ 
ing along with values, so buyers looking to 
own one shouldn’t leave it long.” 

Of the serious players, Keighley rates the 
Land Rover Discovery 4, Mercedes-Benz 
M-Class and Volkswagen Touareg best 
for value and ability, but access to the

rugged club can be much cheaper and here 
are some tips: 

Go diesel if possible, but consider petrol 
with an LPG (liquid petroleum gas) conver¬ 
sion, or buying a petrol and spending 
£1,500-2,000 on an LPG conversion; LPG 
is half the price of petrol and has much 
lower emissions. 

Proper 4x4s are designed for knocks, but 
check the underside and suspension for 
damage. 

A tow bar is handy, but could signal 
higher wear on rear-end mechanicals from 
pulling a big caravan, boat or trailer. 

Japanese is best: Mitsubishi Shoguns, 
Land Cruisers, Isuzu Troopers and Nissan 
Patrols are bulletproof if serviced regularly. 

Go for kit. A ‘fully-loaded’ model with 
leather, air-con, and electric everything, 
will cost only slightly more - nothing like 
the extra it cost originally. 

For three grand or even less, consider the 
following rough and tough options: 


• TOYOTA LAND CRUISER (mid late 
1990s) - Diesel is best and the most inde¬ 
structible, but the LC is a tank to drive. 

• MITSUBISHI SHOGUN (1984 2000) - 
rivalled the Range Rover, but added reli¬ 
ability. Decor is more ‘bordello’ than 
‘Englishman’s club’ though. 

• RANGE ROVER - three grand buys 
a smart late 90s/00s RR with diesel or 
petrol/LPG. Luxury and swank value 
outweighs flakey reliability. 

• KIA SORENTO (2003-present) - the 
badge has no street cred, but you can 
have a late plate 4x4 for a small outlay. 

• NISSAN TERRANO (1993-2006) - no 
looker and street cred is low, but it is a 
smaller yet genuine off-roader. Look out 
for even cheaper Ford Maverick clones on 
early plates. 

• ISUZU TROOPER (up to 2003)A / auxhall 
Monterey - not the most refined on road, 
but dependable. Three grand buys a 
decent diesel with all the gear.

• JEEP CHEROKEE (1993-2001) - inte¬ 
rior is rubbish and it is agricultural, but 
it is tough and looks the part and you get 
lots for your money. Only two engines 
worth considering: the 4.0 petrol - you 
will hurry to convert this to LPG - and 
the noisy but powerful 2.5 diesel. 

• JEEP GRAND CHEROKEE (1994-99) - 
a ‘poor man’s Range Rover’ with lots of kit 
and luxury, though suspect interior decor. 

•NISSAN PATROL (1998-present) - 
seen on newsreels with ‘UN’ printed on 
the side. It is unrefined but hard to beat 
for affordable 4x4 ability.

RenaultKangoo 


VAN-based MPVs are the most 
extreme of‘Marmite Motors’ - cars 
you love or hate. 

Inspired originally by the rural French mar¬ 
ket though, they have become a ‘must have’ 
offering for any major motor brand as reces¬ 
sion-hit families assess what they really need. 

VW, for instance, now sells a seven-seat 
MPV version of its Caddy van, the Maxi Life, 
while Fiat, Citroen and Peugeot have been in 
the business for years. 

But the spadework was done by Renault’s 
original Kangoo, landing here in 1999 to 
underline the French marque’s MPV expert¬ 
ise; it sparked the whole MPV market by 
launching the original Espace in the 1980s, 
following up with the smaller Scenic. 

The Kangoo’s no frills interpretation seemed 
to make even more sense. As a cut-price all- 
rounder for a self-employed tradesman, it 
could carry the tools of his trade by day and 
carry the family in the evenings and at week¬ 
ends, with access to the rear seats aided by 
two sliding doors. 


Even more ‘can do’ 



Many families also latched onto it as an eco¬ 
nomical second car/school bus and Renault 
grew sales further by marketing it to pet 
lovers and sporting types needing to carry 
tents, mountain bikes, surfboards and other 
gear - there was even a Kangoo 4x4 option. 

The Kangoo format adds up even more since 
an all-new model arrived last June. It’s still a 
magnet for the ‘Postman Pat’ jibes - “Where’s 
the black ‘n’ white cat then?” was one 
greeting during this road test - but would-be 


buyers can be more smug this time around. 

For the Kangoo has gone posh without for¬ 
getting its roots. It might be based on a van, 
but the donor chassis now comes from the lat¬ 
est Scenic MPV, boosting ride quality, han¬ 
dling and sophistication against its predeces¬ 
sor, while pegging prices for such a capacious 
car (£11,438-15,220). 

For the Scenic route has given the Kangoo a 
longer wheelbase for a bigger and more flexi¬ 
ble cabin, taking five adults in comfort with 


three proper seats and acres of space in the 
back, easily accessed via those sliding doors. 
Back seats fold in one movement for a com¬ 
pletely flat cargo area. 

Much attention has been paid to how this 
ample space is arranged too, though you need 
to trade up to mid-range Expression trim (as 
tested) to get the funky stuff like overhead 
lockers and shelving, folding tables on front 
seatbacks, multi-position parcel shelf and fold¬ 
ing front passenger seat.

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However, the dashboard betrays the car’s 
van origins; it works well enough, but you are 
faced by a grim acreage of plastic. 

The situation is rescued partly by the glassy 
airiness of the Kangoo - though some drivers 
may not be so keen to be seen and outed as 
Postman Pat fans. 

But they can tell doubters that the Kangoo is 
a genuinely pleasant drive; I expected tradi¬ 


tional French ‘door handle cornering’ but the 
Scenic platform keeps it well-sorted. 

Two 1.6-litre petrol options are offered, 
but the 1.5dCi diesel is the big draw. I like 
the flexibility of this engine and Renault 
underlines the point by selling it with three 
outputs: 68PS (67bhp), 86PS (85bhp) and 
106PS (104bhp). 

The first two have less than 140g/km of C02 



emissions, so they qualify for Renault’s eco2 
‘green label’ though still attracting £ 120/year 
in road tax and £110 after April 1. 

The 86PS unit fitted to the test car proved to 
be about right for the Kangoo, with a good 
mix of economy and power for a vehicle that 
may be worked hard as a family troop carrier 
or even a commercially-operated courtesy 
vehicle or taxi.

BUSINESS leaders in Kent have 
issued a depressing new year 
health check on the UK economy - 
the patient could flatline for 12 
months with recovery checked by 
the recent big freeze. 


UK PLC recovery 
set back further 


The Institute of Directors (IoD), speaking for 
business leaders and entrepreneurs across the 
county, drew on various factors to forecast neg¬ 
ligible GDP growth at just 0.5 per cent in 2010, 
and 1.5 per cent in 2011. Its prognosis is a 
shock though after upbeat results for 
Christmas trading (the best since 2005) and 
the South East manufacturing sec¬ 
tor (sales up 12 per cent in 2009). 

Nevertheless, acting chairman of 
the Kent IoD branch, Andrew 
Metcalf, said there was a risk of a 
double or even a triple dip before real 
economic recovery. 

“We are currently experiencing 
what is being described as a ‘treacle 
economy, rendered slow and sticky 
partly by a sense of stagnation as we 
wait for the general election,” he said. 

‘With very limited growth it would 
suggest the economy looks set to 
bump along the bottom with little 
upturn. It could be described as an 
L-shaped recovery. 

“January is notoriously difficult for 
many businesses, as they struggle 
with poor cash flow and sales as a 
result of the festive break. 

“The big freeze, which caused sig¬ 
nificant difficulties for thousands of 
businesses already finding the eco¬ 
nomic climate tough, couldn’t have 
come at a worse time. 

“Money supply for many compa¬ 
nies remains very weak and it is dif¬ 
ficult to believe a sustained recovery 
can be established until this situa¬ 
tion changes.” 

Even as a general election result 
clears a restraint on recovery, it ere-

ates another, warned IoD chief econ¬ 
omist Graeme Leach, in the form of 
government belt-tightening, though 
he suggested this would be less neg¬ 
ative if it comes via lower spending 
rather than higher taxation. 

He added: We are very doubtful of 
a sharp bounce back in 2010. It would 
seem that de-leveraging and debt 
reduction are the priorities for 
consumers and companies and until 
this balance sheet adjustment 
process fully unwinds we don’t 


believe sustainable growth will 
occur. Yes, there could be an occa¬ 
sional spurt of activity, but the next 
two years look pretty glum.” 

However, retailers claimed a seri¬ 
ous return of consumer confidence 
over Christmas and New Year. 

The Retail Sales Monitor produced 
by the British Retail Consortium 
(BRC) and accountancy/audit giant 
KPMG reported that UK shop sales 
rose 4.2 per cent against December, 
2008, and, when other factors were 
taken account of, this represented 
actual growth of six per cent with 
food sales, clothing and footwear 
leading the charge, while internet, 
mail order and phone sales shot up 
26.5 year on year in December. 

“These are stronger figures than 
we dared hope for,” said BRC director 
general Stephen Robertson. “This is 
the best total sales growth for a 
December since 2005, and goes well 
beyond just making up for the sales 
fall the sector suffered a year ago.” 

But he warned: With customers 
now reacquainting themselves with 
concerns about jobs and tax rises 
there’s a risk a healthy December 
may be only a temporary respite 


on the painful road to recovery.” 

KPMG’s retail spokesman Helen 
Dickinson said Christmas, 2009, 
allowed strong retailers to “strut their 
stuff” and she expected further figures 
to highlight those who got it right 
and those that did not, but she was 
also cautious about the year ahead. 

One of the traders ‘who got it right’ 
was department store chain House 
of Fraser, which has two of its most 
modern outlets in Kent - at 
Maidstone and Bluewater - and saw 
sales rise 7.1 per cent in the eight 
weeks ahead of January 2. 

It also enjoyed its biggest ever 
Christmas week, with sales on 
Boxing Day up 27 per cent against 
2008. 

Retailing colossus, Tesco, which 
holds a third of the supermarket sec¬ 
tor, also blew away gloom by hoist¬ 
ing sales five per cent in the six 
weeks ahead of 9 January - two per 
cent better than City predictions. 

Optimists will take most heart 
though from legal firm Thomas 
Eggar’s Manufacturing Index, which 
focused on the South East’s top 100 
manufacturers to show an average 
growth of 12 per cent in sales last year.

But while the Predator’s part in 
this display would cost more than 
£7 million, the Kent sports car - 
based on the legendary Lotus 
Seven - starts from just £12,995. 
Small change.

Dockyard, the attraction was awarded a sig¬ 
nificant marketing, PR and advertising pack¬ 
age to help support its continued growth.

Salutation, in 2004. Since then they have turned 
the rundown manor house and overgrown 
gardens into a blooming tourist attraction.

“It was a complete surprise and we were very 
honoured to be chosen alongside Chatham 
Historic Dockyard, which is a tremendous 
organisation.

Their third summer since opening to the

gym memberships or equipment. 

Getting into shape could also com¬ 
bat stress at a time when the reces¬ 
sion is adding to the levels faced by 
workers, according to research from 
Clydesdale Bank. 

Two thirds (66 per cent) of those 
surveyed say the recession had 
affected their working lives, with 
nearly one in five (18.8) working up 
to 10 hours more per week. 

More than one in five (20.8) work¬ 
ers across the region say they are 
now more stressed at work, and 
nearly half (49.7) believe it is now 
harder to achieve a balance between 
work and their private lives. 

Younger employees appear to suf¬ 
fer most from increased anxiety due 
to the recession, with more than a 
third of those aged 16-24 admitting 
to feeling more stressed at work 

Paul Saunders, of Clydesdale 
Bank’s Financial Solutions Centres 
in Kent, said: “It is important for eco¬ 
nomic recovery that the UK’s work¬ 
ers are focused on helping their busi¬ 
ness to survive. 

“However, it is essential that 
employers ensure they are offering 
their employees as much support as 
possible, to help them achieve a bal¬ 
ance that results in happy and pro¬ 
ductive employees.”

County is bucking the 
trend for ‘stavcations’ 


FOR an industry dealing in good 
times, 2009 was a gloomy year for 
the holiday trade. 

It started with the spectacular crash of holi¬ 
day giant XL still fresh in the memory, saw a 
succession of further travel trade casualties 
and spawned a new buzz word, ‘staycation’, to 
describe how recession-hit Brits were swapping 
holidays abroad for traditional breaks at home. 

But Tunbridge Wells-based specialist travel 
agent Get Travelling and subsidiary Get 
Cruising are having nothing of the holiday 
humbug. 

Now in its second year of operation, owner 
Gary Wardrope says the business virtually 
doubled turnover year on year, despite the over¬ 
all UK travel trade being in the doldrums. 

It sold some £1.2 million of holidays during 
2009, took on three more staff, and launched a 
new venture called Get Skiing. 

Meanwhile, the Get Cruising side benefited

from a boom in the UK cruise market with a 
record 1.55 million Brits taking a holiday afloat 
during 2009 - the biggest cruise ship in the 
world was launched in December with another 
being built - while river cruising also leapt in

But Gaiy Wardrope says the business, operat¬ 
ing out of The Pantiles - Tunbridge Wells’ own 
famous tourist spot - is convinced that being 
based in Kent, and customer demand for quality 
personal service, have been keys to this success. 

“Perhaps it’s the proximity of sea and airports 
and the Channel Tunnel link, but people here 
seem more committed to travelling abroad for 
their holidays than in some other parts of the 
country 


“We have seen little evidence of the so-called 
‘staycation’ trend among Kent holidaymakers. 

“Travellers from Kent want and value the 
expert, personal advice and assistance that an 
independent specialist company like ours 
can provide. 

“That commitment to and love of travel is 
part of the reason why we set up shop here in 
the first place.” 

Get Travelling is now ranked as one of the 
UK’s top three independent travel agents in the 
UK and was P&O’s 2009 Agent of the Year and 
a finalist in the West Kent Business Excellence 
(Best New Business) Awards. 

The company expects to continue bucking the 
trend with January and February being big 
months for cruise bookings and accounting for 
some 12 per cent of the year’s sales. 

“Demand for cruise holidays continues to 
increase and I am confident we can grow the 
existing business by at least another 50 per 
cent,” said Gary.

FED up with six months’job-hunt¬ 
ing in competition with thousands 
of other unemployed graduates, 
Charmaine Kemp sketched out 
plans for her own business. 

Armed with a 
business and mar¬ 
keting degree from 
Greenwich 
University and her 
studies in graphic 
design, she resear¬ 
ched a mobility busi¬ 
ness without the 
overheads of a shop 
premises, thereby 
allowing savings to 
be passed on to 
customers. 

With a student 
debt and no income,

INSOLVENCY experts at 
Bridge Business Recovery 
have begun realising the assets of 
Swanley-based civil engineers 
M Holleran Ltd and related plant 
hire company Oranmore Plant Ltd. 

The former subsidiaries of the 
Holleran Group employed 240 
people throughout the UK and had 
a combined turnover of £60 million, 
but went into administration last 
month due to problems caused by 
the recession. Remaining subsidiaries 
of the Holleran Group continue to 
trade as normal, but all staff at the 
stricken companies have been made 
redundant. 

Andrew Duncan, of Bridge 
Business Recovery, which has offices 
at Tunbridge Wells, said: “We are 
extremely disappointed that we 
were not in a position to sell these 
businesses as going concerns - 
especially for the many people who 
relied on them for their livelihoods. 

“Sadly, their financial positions 
and the nature of the construction 
industry meant the only option open 
to us was an orderly realisation of 
their assets.” 

■ CROSS-Channel ferry operator 
LD Lines reported a significant 
rise in freight vehicles carried on 
its Dover-Boulogne route during 
December, 2009, of 3,314 units - almost 
double that in November. 

Since the company re-established 
the Boulogne route in February, 2009, 
the service has now carried 16,184 
freight units and the year-end surge 
coincided with a switch, from mid- 
November, from a fast ferry to a con¬ 
ventional vessel with more capacity.

We’re in pole position 


IS IT just a coincidence that 
Kent is enjoying a golden era in 
motorsport, or is there some¬ 
thing else to it? 

The last 10 years have seen the popularity 
of the sport grow and honours increase, with 
Sheppey’s Shane Byrne and Leon Camier, 
from Ashford, winning back-to-back British 
Superbike titles while riding for Kent team 
GSE Racing. 

Mike Conway, from Sevenoaks, has won 
the British Formula 3 series and moved into 
Formula One and Indycar, while Bromley- 
born Gary Paffett clinched the DTM Touring 
Car Championship in 2005. 

While their success has been notable in the 
last decade, it’s not unprecedented, as Kent 
has always had a rich history in motorsport. 

Canterbury’s Derek Minter, multiple Isle of 
Man winner and ‘King of Brands Hatch’, and 
Maidstone’s Bill Ivy, both became two of the 
nation’s most famous motorcycle riders in 
the 1950s and 1960s. 

On four wheels, Kent-born David Richards 
- a co-driver to World Rally champion Ari 
Vatennen in 1981 - went on to become 
Subaru World Rally team owner in the 1990s 
and boss of the BAR Honda Formula One 
team eight years ago. 

While Kent’s success on the track has been 
plentiful, much of it must surely come down 
to the fact the county boasts circuits such as 
Brands Hatch, Lydden Hill and the 
Buckmore Park go-karting track. 

Racing began at the county’s premier racing 
track, Brands Hatch, in 1926 and the circuit 
has since grown into an international ver 
which includes hosting Formula One betw 
1964 and 1986. Rallycross also began in K 
at the Lydden Hill track, near Dover. 

Brands Hatch has continued to host hig 
profile events since the 1980s, includin 
A1GP, British Touring Cars and DTM. 
while Lydden Hill has been revamped 
and is firmly part of the European 
Rallycross calendar.

pie into the sport. In a way it probably start¬ 
ed from that. 

“It has grown alongside other circuits like 
Lydden Hill and Buckmore Park and I 


expect there will be more drivers and teams 
basing themselves in the county in the 
future.” 

While the circuits breed aspiring young 
racers and riders, they also attract teams 
and motorsport infrastructure. 

Sportscar team Jota Sport (Tunbridge 
Wells), British Touring Car team Motorbase 
Performance (Wrotham) and British 
Superbike multiple champions GSE Racing 
(Ashford), all call the county their home. 

Aside from competing, companies such as 
Comma Oils, based in Gravesend, who sup¬ 
ply oil to MotorSportVision and the Formula 
Two Championship, and Quaife Engineering 
in Sevenoaks, who construct and issue parts 
to teams worldwide, have boosted the sport’s 
appeal in Kent. 

Motorbase Performance boss David 
Bartrum believes it’s difficult to say why the 
county is so successful, but agrees the cir¬ 
cuits have played a large part of the success. 

He said: “I understand why a number of 
drivers and teams have established them¬ 
selves in the county. 

“The links to circuits like Brands Hatch, 
Lydden Hill and Europe are fantastic, but it 
is hard to say why we are so successful at 
the moment.”

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Rugby bosses fear backlog mav force drastic action

TWO of Kent’s traditional rugby 
cup competitions may be scrapped 
this season as county bosses begin 
to run out of spare dates to play 
postponed fixtures. 

The weather has already caused numerous 
league and cup games to be called off and the 
fixture backlog shows no signs of abat ing, with 
more bad weather forecast. 

Of six first-round ties in the Kent Vase, only 
Sheppeys game against Dartfordians has 
been played so far, with the second round 
scheduled to take place on February 6. 

The following day third-round Kent Cup ties 
are due to be played, although the picture 
there is just as bleak, with five of the eight 


games from round two yet to be completed. 

While the Kent RFU set aside ‘spare week¬ 
ends’ at the start of the season to allow for 
additional cup ties or rearranged league 
games, the large amount of snow has seen 
these quickly filled following widespread 
postponements. 

Ti m Fagg, the county’s chairman of competi¬ 
tions, said: “We’re trying to play all the 
outstanding cup games on February' 6. It 
probably won’t work, but. well try and we’ll 
then have to take another look at it and see 
where we can fit games in. 

“If we do not get all the ties played on 
February 6 then we really could struggle to 
complete all four competitions. The league 
takes priority when there is a clash and the 
worst-case scenario is that the Kent Salver 
and Kent Plate do not get played this season.” 

The Salver and Plate are due to commence 
on February 6 and 27 respectively, but 


both weekends are already filling up with 
rearranged league games and the two trophies 
are only likely to tie contested if the weather 
improves dramatically. 

Meanwhile, several clubs have mooted the 
idea of combining league and cup ties into dou¬ 
ble-headers where the result would count for 
both competitions. 

In the Vase, Cranbrook v Gillingham 
Anchorians is an all-Kent 1 affair w r hile 
Askeans v Orpington doubles up as a Kent 2 
fixture. Last year, flooding caused a smaller 
number of games to be called off but three had 
to be decided by the toss of a coin. 

Fagg said: “The Cup and Vase will definitely 
be finished and we could play the Plate and 
Salver throughout April. 

“The Cup final is due to be played on April 25, 
so that might have to be put back, but we 
then run into problems with the county cham¬ 
pionship [which takes place in May].”

Home where 
cash is, says 
Fleet chief 


EBBSFLEET United cannot afford any 
more home games to be postponed 
this season. 

The Fleet played just once at 
Stonebridge Road during December 
after the visit of Histon was called off, 
and last Saturday’s whiteout prevented 
Kettering Town travelling to north Kent. 

With Liam Daish’s side in fine form on 
their own patch, further postponements 
could halt the momentum generated by 
wins against Mansfield Town, Stevenage 
Borough and Grays Athletic. 

However, the cash-strapped club would 
be hit harder by the loss of money taken 
on the gate, at food outlets and from 
programme sales were the weather to 
deteriorate further. 

The reduction of subscriptions for 
MyFootballClub membership packages 
over the past 12 months has already seen 
severe cuts made to Daish’s playing 
budget and with 3,000 members due to 
renew or withdraw on February 19, this is 
a critical period for the club. 

Ebbsfleet vice-chairman Roly Edwards 
said: “We really need the revenue from 
home games - it’s always an issue. If you 
lose one game it’s not so bad, but you’re 
budgeting over the course of a month and 
if you suddenly lose two or three games it 
does have an impact. 

“It’s a difficult time when games are get¬ 
ting called off left, right and centre - I 
don’t want to overplay it, but it does 
become a problem.”

Snow lot up yet 


As weather improves. Kent clubs This big freeze 
are left with another headache has nothing on

THE retreating snow and ice 
continues to play havoc with 
football’s fixture lists, but league 
officials believe the thaw has 
come in time to avoid major 
rescheduling problems. 

After four weeks of disruption the freezing 
weather appears to be relenting, although the 
melting snow is expected to cause new 
headaches as pitches become saturated. 

Since December 19, non-league football in 
Kent has been a rarity, reaching its most 
severe last weekend when not a single game 
beat the weather. 

Postponed 

Last week Kent on Sunday examined the 
problems bad weather was causing to clubs’ 
already frail finances. 

Now with conditions gradually improving, 
clubs and administrators have the headache 
of fitting the postponed games into their 
schedule. 

The biggest problem is at Homelands, 
where the fixture backlog is doubled, with 
both landlords Ashford Town and tenants 
Maidstone United needing extra dates. 
Between them they have 28 home league 
games still to play before the end of April. 

Maidstone chairman Paul Bowden-Brown 
admitted the number of games still to be 
played at Homelands raised such problems 
that it cast doubt over the whole concept of 
ground sharing. 


He said: “The problem is we could have a 
situation where ourselves and Ashford will 
need the pitch four times in a week and it just 
wouldn’t work. What we are proving at the 
moment with this weather is ground sharing 
isn’t working.” 

Overall the picture is not as dire. The Kent 
League has had a lengthy break, with teams 
such as Hythe Town not playing a league fix¬ 
ture since December 5. Despite the lack of 
football, the division, which only has 16 
teams, is better placed than most to deal with 
the interference. 

League chairman Denise Richmond said: 
“This is one instance where not having the big 
numbers in the league counts in our favour. 

“It does mean we’re unlikely to have games 
piling up towards the end of the season. 

“We need to get some of the cup games 
played as quickly as possible, it’s not just our 
competitions but there’s the Kent Senior 
Trophy as well, which takes priority.” 

With frost covers and other measures pro¬ 
hibitively expensive for all but the most 
wealthy non-league sides, clubs have been 
virtually powerless to combat the conditions. 

The Ryman League have relaxed their reg¬ 
ulations on postponing games, allowing fix¬ 
tures to be called off earlier and without the 
need to consult a referee. 

League chairman Alan Turvey believes the 
temporary measures will help save on costs, 
but conceded there would be fixture conges¬ 
tion if the disruption continued for much 
longer. 

He said: “This isn’t a normal situation but 
we know the clubs want to play. Hopefully 
that will save them costs on transport, food 
and printing programmes. 


1962/63 season 

THE arctic conditions experienced over 
the last few weeks is relatively tame com¬ 
pared to the huge problems caused by the 
severe winter of 1962/63. 

Heavy snow fell on the county on Boxing 
Day and plagued Kent until late February. 

The worst weather came in January, 
when Met Office data from Manston 
shows the average maximum daily tem¬ 
perature was 0.2 degrees Celsius. 

There were virtually no football games 
nationally for eight weeks, with the FA Cup 
third round taking more than two months 
to complete. 

Locally the fixture pile-up caused mas¬ 
sive problems, with the Maidstone 
Sunday League considering folding in its 
inaugural season. 

The big freeze affected all sport, even 
indoor events. 

Problems with travelling saw an inter¬ 
counties boxing championship in Margate 
scrapped and there was talk of extending 
the county’s table tennis season after so 
many tournaments were postponed. 

Although there were huge difficulties, 
many made the most of the conditions. 

The frozen lake in Mote Park, 
Maidstone, was turned into a skating rink 
while the lack of rugby saw players refer to 
the blank Saturdays as ‘Ale Days’. 


“There’s not a fixture problem at the 
moment but if it carries on teams will be play¬ 
ing two midweek games a week.” 


‘Psycho’ Smalling’s role model 


CHRIS Smalling doesn’t want to be the 
next Rio Ferdinand, John Terry or even 
Cristiano Ronaldo for that matter, writes 
Tom Howard. 

Instead, the new Fulham man is intent on 
basing his game on no-nonsense former 
Nottingham Forest and England defender 
Stuart Pearce. 

‘Psycho’, as Pearce was affectionately 
known, is hardly the most fashionable of 
choices as a role model for a young player 
making his way in the game, although he 
perhaps should be. 

What it does do is give an insight into 
the way Smalling, the former Maidstone 
United defender, wants to go about forging 
a career in the Premier League, and there 
are parallels between the pair. 

It’s so far been a meteoric rise from non¬ 
league to the Premier League for the 20- 
year-old Kent-based defender, who just two 
years ago was playing Ryman Premier 
League football for the Stones. 


Smalling, who was spotted playing for 
England Schoolboys, joined Fulham from the 
Kent side in May, 2008, and has progressed 
through the reserves into the first-team. 

While under the guidance of Fulham boss 
Roy Hodgson, he has earned a call-up to 
Pearce’s England under-21s and has made 
three appearances. 

Pearce also graduated through non-league 
with Wealdstone before getting his big break, 
and Smalling said the experience of working 
with the under-21 boss has been invaluable. 

He said: “I have loved my time with the 
under-21s and getting to know the young 
stars in the Premier League has been great. 

“The trips away have been brilliant, but 
learning off Stuart has been excellent for 
me. He is someone I really admire and he 
began his career in non-league like me. I 
hope I can follow in his footsteps.” 

Just after Christmas, the former Chatham 
Grammar schoolboy was handed his first 
Premier League start, replacing the injured 


Brede Hangeland in arguably Fulham’s 
biggest game of the season against Chelsea. 

The Whites took a shock lead in the fourth 
minute through Zoltan Gera and looked to 
be on course for a memorable win. But an 
equaliser from Didier Drogba and an unfor¬ 
tunate own goal from Smalling saw Chelsea 
snatch three points. 

Despite putting through his own net, 
Smalling earned rave reviews for his per¬ 
formance and has featured in the Fulham 
side several times since. 

“It was great a great opportunity for me 
and I thought I played well,” he said. 

“When the teams were shaking hands and 
I saw players like Didier Drogba, I had to 
pinch myself as I shook his hand, but I’m not 
letting it get to me. I’ve still got a lot to learn 
and I’m not going to get ahead of myself.” 

Smalling could be lining up against 
Gillingham in the FA Cup if the Priestfield 
side beat Accrington Stanley on Tuesday. The 
winners will face Fulham.

prepare, and to further my own game, and 
I hope the reward of a first international 
cap will come along soon. 

It was a little strange being away at 
Christmas on my own, but in the New 
Year, my wife Beth was able to come out to 
Cape Town for a week, and that proved to 
be the best time and place for her to have 
a well-earned holiday. 

I am due to be back home for just a fort¬ 
night or so before getting on a plane again, 
to the UAE with the Lions, and I think I 
will have four matches with them before 
the main body of the England one-day 
squad arrives there. It is going to be an 
exciting time for me, and I can’t wait to get 
out there and get playing again. 

I am hoping, both in the UAE and in 
Bangladesh, that England will want 
to field two spinners in every match, 
and if I needed any added inspiration, 
then I only have to look at the 12 months 
that Graeme Swann has had at interna¬ 
tional level. 

Graeme has had a magnificent year, in 
both Test and One-Day International 
cricket, and being around him in South 
Africa has been very educational for me. 
Being a similar type of cricketer (but not 
similar characters!) we chat a lot about 
things and his success at England level 
can only be good for me. 

During the tour here I’ve also had the 
chance, of course, to chat with the England 
coaches and to work at little aspects of 
my game. But it was also good for me 
when Ashley Giles, the former 
England spinner and now a selec¬ 
tor, spent some time with us. 

He’s always been good to 
speak with and, once again, he 
talked well about the differ¬ 
ences there are between first- 
class and Test cricket in terms 
of all the periphery things that 
go on around you when you 
play at full international 
level. And you do need to be 
aware of that, and ready to 
deal with it, when your time 
comes. 

Overall, then, it has been time 
very well spent for me in South 
Africa, and a real fillip. Hopefully, howev¬ 
er, the best of this winter - on a personal 
level - is still to come. 


New club boss sets sight on big events

THE London Golf Club’s new general manag¬ 
er has arrived from one of the country’s most 
esteemed clubs with a brief to create a tradi¬ 
tion of hosting major events. 

Austen Gravestock took over the reins at the 
club, near Ash, this week after spending two 
years in a similar role at Sunningdale. 

The 40-year-old, who replaces Heath 
Harvey, arrives with the London Club at a crit¬ 
ical moment in its relatively short histoiy. 

After twice hosting the European Open it 
will miss out this year after the event was left 
off this season due to sponsorship issues. 

The club submitted a planning application 
last month for a hotel, which if built would 
transform the site into a golfing resort. In turn 
it would make the club much more attractive 
to the European Tour, which Gravestock hopes 
will make it a regular feature on the calendar. 


He said: “Of course the club wants a tradi¬ 
tion of hosting big events. It has massive 
potential, we have a very big site and with the 
hotel as well there’s lots we would love to do. 

“It’s a great shame the European Tour could¬ 
n’t agree a title sponsor for the competition in 
2010, but they are looking for 2011 and we’re 
hopeful to bring it back here.” 

Gravestock was attracted to the club by its 
reputation as a forward-thinking venue, 
which he admits has a contrasting atmos¬ 
phere to his former employers at the 
renowned Berkshire club. 

He said: “Sunningdale is 110 years old, it’s a 
fantastic place but a rather more traditional 
club than here. 

“It’s golf of this century, very progressive and 
modernistic in its approach. The challenge is 
maintaining the momentum.”

Game in good 
health despite 
11 -a-side dip 

FOOTBALL is in robust health across the 
county despite a slight decline in men’s 
11-a-side games, according to figures from the 
Kent County Football Association (KCFA). 

Participation has increased by about five per 
cent on last year, with 46,000 people competing 
every week. There are now more youth, female 
and disabled teams than 12 months ago, which 
has helped the KCFA exceed its targets. 

The one concern is in men’s 11-a-side, tradi¬ 
tionally the game’s cornerstone, but a format 
which has become increasingly threatened. The 
decline is modest, with nine fewer teams across 
the county, but it is enough to worry KCFA 
county development manager, Paul Dolan. 

He said: “That’s obviously a concern but it’s 
not just in Kent, that’s a situation reflected 
across the countiy. There are a lot of reasons for 
it, mainly around society being different now. 

Influence 

“Weekends were given up for leisure but 
now a lot of people have work or family com¬ 
mitments. We can’t have a direct influence on 
those, but we’re trying to increase the num¬ 
bers at youth level to widen the base which 
will get fed into adult football.” 

The dip does not necessarily mean adults 
are leaving the game, as many opt for more 
convenient midweek five or six-a-side football 
instead. 

Overall though the figures, which show 
2,500 more players involved every week, are 
encouraging. Progress is also being made with 
refereeing, with an extra 21 male and five 
female officials qualified in the county, taking 
the total above 1,100. 

While pointing it out the developments are 
part of a long-term trend, Dolan is delighted 
with the figures. 

He said: “A lot of people view the county asso¬ 
ciation as an organisation which hands out fines 
and keeps discipline. Hopefully this shows we do 
more than that with the growth of the game.” 

Youngsters to reap 
cash grant reward 

SPORTING youngsters in the county are set to 
benefit from a series of £300 grants awarded by 
the Kent County Playing Fields Association. 

The association’s memorial fund was 
launched to honour Stanley Blow and Ole 
Kvemdal, who were instrumental in the intro¬ 
duction of playing fields, and will enable grants 
for new sports clubs and coaching courses. 

Geoff Cooke, president of the association, 
said: ‘We consider it is vital in this day and 
age to provide more sporting opportunities for 
youngsters and these awards are one way in 
which the association can make a very 
positive contribution.”

TERROR ATTACK 


Security concerns threat to star’s bid 
to retain Commonwealth title in India 



It’s another 
great result 
from DBM

SECURITY fears over this 
year’s Commonwealth Games 
in India have left Kent ath¬ 
lete Lisa Dobriskey in two 
minds about defending her 
1500m title. 

England are due to send a full squad to 
the games in Delhi in October, but that’s 
been thrown into doubt due to security 
concerns after terrorist attacks in Mumbai 
and Lahore in the last two years. 

The World silver medallist from 
Ashford, who began her season with a 
12th place finish at the Great Edinburgh 
cross-country last weekend, wants to 
defend the 1500m crown she won in 
Melbourne in 2006. 

Defence 

She told told Kent on Sunday that secu¬ 
rity fears have put her defence in doubt, 
but is also not the only reason why she 
may not compete. 

She said: “Obviously being the reigning 
champion there is an added reason for 
me to go and defend my title. I would 
love to make the trip to India, but it is 
not really up to me. I will leave that to 
the officials, if they say it is safe then I 
will go. Also it will depend on my fitness 
at the end of the year, so if I don’t feel up 
to it I won’t go.” 

If Dobriskey fails to make the trip to 


India - and she isn’t the only one to 
express doubts after sprinter Marlon 
Devonish and hurdler Andy Turner both 
said they had reservations - it’s still going 
to be a big year for the Kent athlete. 

Her first target is to remain injury free, 
which is a problem that plagued her last 
year, and is closely followed by a medal 
bid at July’s European Championships 
in Barcelona. She is also planning a tilt 
at the World Indoor Championships at 
Doha in March. 

After ending 2009 by producing a 
career-best sub-four minute time of 
3:59:50 at the Golden League meeting 
in Switzerland, perilously close to 
Kelly Holmes’ British record, Dobriskey 
believes she is entering the next stage of 
her running career. 

She said: “Things have certainly 
changed for me now. I’m not an up-and- 
coming athlete anymore and there is a 
lot of expectation surrounding me on the 
track. I feel now that I have to perform in 
every race and when I do have a bad race 
it will not go unnoticed like before. 

“Injuries were such a pain last season 
and I seem to keep picking them up, so to 
have a year without injury would be high 
on my list. Probably the biggest event for 
me is the European Championships. 

“I’d love to get a medal there and a gold 
would be great, but I’ve learnt now that 
after the injuries of last year, nothing is 
certain in this sport.” 

Dobriskey will begin her indoor 
season in the Aviva International match 
in Glasgow on January 30.

GILLINGHAM midfielder Adam Miller and 
his representatives are in talks with the club 
about paying up the remainder of his contract 
at Priestfield. 

The 27-year-old returned to the Gills this week 
after Dagenham & Redbridge declined to make 
the midfielder’s loan spell permanent, citing 
wages as the stumbling block. 

During his two-month stay at the League Two 
club, Miller made it clear he did not want to 
return to Gillingham. 

For the moment he is training with the squad 
but talks have begun with club chairman Paul 
Scally about ending his contract, which expires 
at the end of the season. 

Manager Mark Stimson felt it would be the 
best option for all parties. 

He said: “In that area of the pitch we’ve got a 
lot of bodies. There’s six players for those two or 
three positions so it’s not as if we desperately 


need another midfield player. If that could hap¬ 
pen it might free up some money so we could go 
and get another player in a different position.” 

The bad weather has slowed the whole 
transfer market down, but the Gills should know 
imminently about one potential signing. 

Febian Brandy’s loan deal ended yesterday, 
but the club are keen to keep the Manchester 
United striker until the end of the season. 

Stimson said: “I think [Brandy] would be inter¬ 
ested in it, he just wants to know what 
Manchester United are thinking. 

“He’s a fantastic talent. It was a good one 
when we got him and we’d like to try and 
maintain that.” 

Gillingham are also closing in on loan agree¬ 
ments for a defender and striker which could be 
concluded in the next few days, while Stimson 
confirmed there has not been any approach for 
top-scorer Simeon Jackson.
